President McKinley has designated William A. Mason, 
of Virginia, for appointment as a 2d Lieutenant of In- 
fantry in the Regular Army.

A London correspondent of the New York “Times” 
writes: “The American celebration of Queen Victoria’s 
birthday and the high personal tributes paid to her have 
deeply touched everybody in England.

Orders have been issued directing Col. Charles R. 
Greenleaf, Assistant Surgeon General, to proceed to San 
Francisco, Cal., to assume direction of the sanitary ar- 
rangement of the new model camp to be established at the 
Presidio for troops returning from the Philippines. Col. 
Greenleaf has pronounced ideas regarding the drainage of 
camps, and after his inspection of Camp Meade, Pennsyl- 
vania, has determined to follow to some extent the gen- 
eral plan of that camp. The kitchens and latrines will 
be far removed from each other, so that there will be no 
repetition of the conditions that existed at Camp Thomas, 
Chickamauga. Gen. Graham in his testimony before the 
War Investigation Commission suggested that the regula- 
tions should be so amended that the kitchens should be 
on the farther side of a camp from the sinks, and Col. 
Greenleaf will adopt this idea in the construction of the 
model camp.

There is no 
comparison to be made. The War of the Rebellion was 
one of the greatest conflicts the world has ever known; 
the war with Spain is probably one of the least, so far 
as actual operations are concerned, that have ever been 
fought, but the results are greater, perhaps, than those of 
any war we have had. The fighting qualities of the men 
are the same: The American soldier is one of cour- 
age, nerve, and grit. He has been just the same at ail 
times, as he always will be, a courageous and brave sol- 
dier. Our rations were better than anything we ever 
had, or believed it possible for an Army to have, in our 
war. It is true that for a few days we were short, but 
that was for lack of transportation, and then we were 
never without some portion of the ration, and that por- 
tion more than our soldiers had at the best during the 
Civil War.”

The Board of Visitors to the Naval Academy will be 
impressed with the wide scope of the educational facilities 
to be provided upon the completion of the buildings now 
being erected and the creation of practically a new in- 
stitution. While only preliminary work has begun on the 
structures, a modern academy for the education of fu- 
ture officers of the Navy is practically assured. Two im-, 
portant subjects will be presented to the board, and will 
probably receive its indorsement. The extension of the 
Navy’s work and the growing duties imposed upon officers 
and men will render necessary the maintenance in com- 
mission of a larger fleet and call for an increase in the 
personnel. This has suggested to Naval officers the nec- 
essity of providing yearly a larger number of Annapolis 
graduates for commission in the lower grades. With the 
completion of the plans for the new Naval Academy there 
will be provision for nearly double the number of cadets 
now allowed. Three hundred have been under instruction 
at once, but over 500 may be hereafter quartered and 
educated.

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The Ordnance Bureau has received from Capt. Frank 
IF’. Eastman, 14th Inf., who recently. returned from the 
Philippines, an interesting souvenir which illustrates to 
what extent the Filipinos make use of ammunition which 
is not interchangeable. Nearly all the Filipinos have old 
Remington cartridge shells, but they are obliged to use 
Mauser ammunition, which is much smaller. Large 
quantities of Remington cartridge shells are to be ob- 
tained, however, and to make the Mauser cartridges fit 
the Remington rifies the Filipinos cut a hole in the head 
of the exploded Remington shells and insert the cart- 
ridge so that the latter has an outer jacket which fits 
without trouble in their guns. This may account some- 
what for the inaccurate firing of the Filipines. As the 
bullet is not made for the Remington rifle it does not fit 
and is too small to take the rifling, so that it is impossible 
to fire them with any degree of accuracy. Another fea- 
ture of this kind of shooting is that the bullet frequently 
flattens out in its passage, and when it does strike makes 
a very ugly jagged wound. At other times it expands so 
that it jams the gun and makes it useless. 


_— 
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Two of the most important coaling stations for the 
Navy on the Atlantic seaboard will soon be provided 
with facilities for promptly supplying warships with fuel 
under all weather conditions and at any tidal stages. At 
Dry Tortugas, which for years has not been occupied 
by the Government authorities, there will be within a 
few weeks a coal depot unsurpassed in this country. 
A deep channel from the outer roadbed to the inner 
harbor has been dug, safe anchorage grounds marked 
and immense sheds, with a capacity of 40,000 tons built. 
Piers have been provided at which battleships and large 
cruisers may receive coal direct from the sheds to their 
bunkers. Half a million dollars has been expended in 
establishing this station, and equally as much will be 
expended in filling the sheds with coal. Dry Tortugas 
is to become part of the naval station at Key West, 
and under the charge of its commandant, On the north 
there is to be another important station at New London, 
where $150,000 is being devoted to establishing a coal- 
ing depot, the Navy Department having abandoned the 
port as a regular navy yard. Work there has so far 
progressed that the authorities are confident the new 
station will be fully prepared for operations in the late 
autumn. New London will be the coaling depot for 
ships ordered to the New York navy yard.

Unofficial advices from Manila are to the effect that 
Capt. Barker will shortly start for home on the cruiser 
Boston, and that Capt. George F. F. Wilde, commanding 
the battleship Oregon, will succeed to the command of 
the naval forces on that station as the senior officer 
present pending the arrival of Rear Adml. John C, Wat- 
son, who was selected for that duty on the first intima- 
tion of Adml. Dewey to return to the United States. 
Adml. Watson left San Francisco on May 16, and is ex- 
pected to arrive at Manila and take command of the 
Asiatic squadron by June 16. Nothing has been heard 
from Adml. Dewey since his telegram announcing his 
intention to stop at various places on the voyage home 
so as to arrive at New York about the Ist of October. 
It ie expected, however, that his flagship Olympia hav- 
ing been cleaned and overhauled at Hong Kong, will 
leave that port in a few days, and that Adml. Dewey's 
first stopping place on the long voyage ahead of him will 
be Singapore, that he will then visit Colombo, Aden and 
Port Said in succession, and remain at all ports long

eations are that the major part of the four monthe al- 
lowed from the trip from Hong Kong will be spent at 
British and other ports. A press despatch says that 
Adml.

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REPORT OF MAJOR GENERAL OTIS. 
DEALINGS WITH AGUINALDO BEFORE HOSTILITIES.

-™ Manila, P. I., April 6, 1899. 
To the Adjutant General, U. 8S. A., Washington, D. C.: 

Sir—I have the honor to forward herewith reports of 
recent military operations in the city of Manila and vi- 
cinity, submitted by the Commanding Generals of the 
two divisions of the corps and by members of the De- 
partment staff. The reports received from the Ist di- 
vision detail the work of the troops during Feb. 4 and 5, 
commencing with the outbreak of active hostilities be- 
tween the insurgents and our forces, while those of the 
24 division herewith submitted, cover the period from 

_ Feb. 4 to the first day of March. These military opera- 
tions are fairly well presented in the reports and I have 
little to add thereto, but desire particularly to call at- 
tention to the rise and development of conditions and 
circumstances which resulted finally in war. This I 
deem to be essential in order to correct the somewhat 
prevailing impression that the Government of the United 
States is responsible through deceit or wrongful action 
for the present existing hostilities. 

It is weil known that a small band of men, natives of 
Luzon and leaders of the rebellion of 1896 against Spain, 
were induced by the latter country, through a money 
consideration, to remove permanently from the islands. 
It is also well known that after the destruction of the 
Spanish fleet in the harbor of Manila and the blockade 
of that city by the United States Naval forces, a num- 
ber of these men returned to the vicinity of Manila. 
They were doubtless encouraged without authority to at- 
tempt the organization of what they were pleased to de- 
nominate an independent government for the Philippine 
people—they themselves to become its controlling ele- 
ment. The widespread animosity which a great major- 
ity of the inhabitants of Southern Luzon entertained 
against the continuance of Spanish domination made 
these people eager to assist any demonstration which 
promised deliverance. Aguinaldo and _ his associates 
landed from American vessels in Cavite (the province of 
his nativity), supplied by United States agents with 
arms and ammunition in small quantities for the pur- 
pose of raising a native force to assist the American 
troops to keep back from the shore of Manila Bay the 
scattered Spanish troops giving annoyance in that vi- 
cinity. Availing themselves of the zealous co-operation 
of the people of the southern provinces to terminate 
Spanish supremacy, they took advantage of the active 
hostilities then existing between the United States and 
Spain by which the great bulk of the Spanish Army was 
held at Manila, to drive out or capture the Spanish 
Army detachments stationed at southern points, thus 
increasing their war munitions and being enabled there- 
by to add numerical strength to their forces. In May, 
shortly after landing at Cavite, Aguinaldo issued a proc- 
lamation forecasting an independent Filipino Govern- 
ment with himself as its chief executive. Early in Au- 
gust the establishment of the independence of the in- 
surgent Government was officially proclaimed by him to 
the world and as early as June he warned the United 
States authorities against the landing of its military 
forces on Philippine soil without first obtaining his con- 
sent, because, as he expressed it, “The Filipino people 
might consider the occupation of Philippine territory by 
North American troops a violation of their rights.” 

When the United States forces landed from their 
transports near and to the south of Manila for the pur- 
pose of attacking the city, the fiction that they were act- 
ing as allies of the insurgents and in furtherance of 
Philippine independence appears to have been conveyed 
by insurgent leaders, and thus when the city was sur- 
rendered by Spanish authorities the insurgent troops 
entered the city to the number of several thousand at 
the same time the United States was securing posses- 
sion, 

The subsequent efforts on the part of the United 
States to comply..vith the articles of capitulation with 
Spain, by occupying the “~ of Manila and its defences, 
und the demands of Aguinaldo to be placed in possession 
of public buildings and to nominate for office all city 
functionaries, have been fully shown in correspondence 
which has been already submitted. He released his hold 
of such portions of the city as were in possession of his 
troops thereby permitting the United States to carry out 
its agreement with Spain only after he had peremptory 
commands to do so, and then he established his mili- 
tary lines in close contact with the city limits—this on 
the plea that should Manila revert to Spain he desired 
to be in position to take the offensive; and he even asked 
that his troops might be permitted to return to the posi- 
tions evacuated by them in case Spanish authority 
should be re-established. Not yet prepared to de- 
clare hostility against the United States he busied 
himself with strengthening his lines about the city, 
confining our forces strictly within its limits, while he 
and other rebellious subjects of Spain busied them- 
selves with the formation of what they were pleased to 
call a republican form of government for the Philippine 
Islands. 

In the absence of Spanish authority without adequate 
nower to forcibly assert itself, many able and conserva- 
tive men gave adherence to this seemingly de facto gov- 
ernment and continued to co-operate with it until the 
latter part of November when the determination of 
Aguinaldo and his confidential advisers for absolute 
political independence, and their declared hostility 
against the United States caused them to withdraw 
their adherence. Affairs thereafter were controlled by 
that radical element which, from the first, had mani- 
fested an unfriendly disposition and which, securing 
additional arms and ammunition from the Asiatic coast, 
organized, equipped and partially uniformed a military 
force, strengthened its lines around Manila and boasted 
of its ability to place eighty thousand armed men in 
the field. Its established newspapers, printed in Manila, 
indulged freely in falsehood and abuse of American au- 
thority, insulting officers and men. The condition of 
affairs continued to grow more threatening daily, aided 
possibly by the quiet, undemonstrative attitude which 
the United States iy had assumed and their appar- 
ent disregard of the disparaging remarks of insurgent 
officers, both military and civil, who were permitted full 
freedom to circulate throughout the city at their. pleas- 
ure,

Malolos, Feb. 4, 1899, 
Major General Otis, Chief of the Forces of Occupation

General:—In reply to your letter of Feb. 2, I have the 
honor to state that the Sergeant and four Americay 
soldiers of the Engineer Corps, to-day liberated, were 
detained within our territory, beyond our advanced lines 
on Solis street, examining our entrenchments and de. 
fences at a distance of less than 200 meters. 

The said individuals carried a revolver, knives, a com- 
pass, plans of Manila and its suburbs, a book with topo- 
graphical notes, a measuring tape, a machete, two pen- 
knives, scales, etc. 

I deeply regret 





‘ that these soldiers have been taken 
within our lines, aceording to the testimony of our 
officers, witnesses of their detention, inasmuch as there 
exists a decree dated Oct. 20, which prohibits all for- 
eigners from approaching our defensive wofks, taking 
photographic views of the same, drawing plans, or en- 
tering our territory with arms, although free transit 
is permitted all who are unarmed. 

The correspondent of “Harper’s Weekly” has been de- 
tained in San Juan del Monte taking photographic views, 
and the proof of this is that in care of Col. Miguel he 
has been sent his camera and his horse. 

I must state that in consideration of the friendship 
of the Philippine people for the Americans, the said 
soldiers have not been imprisoned, but detained, in ac- 
cordance with the spirit of the decree of Oct. 20 last. 
They have been lodged in the Gobierno Militar, and 
have been issued the daily rations of our officers. If 
they have beer uncomfortable, it is due to the excessive 
sobriety of our race and of our soldiers, who are accus- 
tomed to eat but little and to sleep on the hard ground. 

With these explanations I believe, General, you will 
understand the motive for the detention of your soldiers 
to-day liberated and who have been treated with all 
due consideration. 

I therefore hope that your determination may be 
another motive on which to base our friendly relations 
with the great American Republic, and in consideration 
of this I also decree the liberty of the correspondent 
referred to.

ATTEMPTS TO DRAW THE AMERICAN FIRE. 


_It will be observed that the insurgent Government in- 
sisted that this engineer party was arrested outside of 
our small field of operations, which I am confident was 
not the fact, but the correspondence is given to show the 
efforts of the American authorities to maintain the 
peace. During all this time our officers and men were 
insulted and openly proclaimed to be cowards; our out- 
posts were attacked at night and the impression became 
general that the insurgents, notwithstanding our ef- 
forts, would indulge soon in open attack and in the be- 
lief apparently entertained by them that they would 
meet with feeble resistance. During the entire month of 
January they had labored incessantly to strongly in- 
trench their lines aud place their artillery in postion 
und boasted freely of their intentions to soon drive the 
American forces out of Manila. On the night of Feb 
2, they sent in a strong detachment to draw the fire of 
our outpost, which took up a position immediately in 
front of and within a few yards of the same. The out- 
post was strengthened by a few of our men who si- 
lently bore their taunts and abuse the entire night. This 
was reported to me by Gen. MacArthur, whom I direct- 
ed to communicate with the officer in command of the 
insurgent troops concerned. His prepared letter was 
shown me and approved and the reply received (both 
papers found in Gen. MacArthur’s accompanying report) 
was all that could be desired. However, the agree- 
ment was ignored by the insurgents and on the evening 
of Feb. 4 another demonstration was made on one of 
our small outposts which occupied a retired position at 
least one hundred and fifty yards within the line which 
had been mutually agreed upon—an insurgent approach- 
ing the picket and refusing to halt or answer when chal- 
lenged. The result was that our picket discharged his 
piece, when the insurgent troops near Santa Mesa 
opened a spirited fire on our troops there stationed. 

The insurgent Army had thus succeeded in drawing 
the fire of a small outpost, which they had evidently 
labored with all their ingenuity to accomplish in order 
to justify in some way their premeditated attack. It is 
not believed that the chief insurgent leaders wished to 
open hostilities at this time as they were not complete- 
ly prepared to assume the initiative. They desired twv 
or three days more to perfect their arrangements, but 
the zeal of their Army brought on the crisis which anti- 
cipated their action. They could not have delayed long, 
however, for it was their object to force an issue before 
American troops then en route could arrive at Manila. 

The movements of troops during the protracted en- 
gagement which followed and their success at every 
point are described in the accompanying reports of the 
Commanding Generals of Division. I transmit here- 
with copies of the most important telegraphic instruc- 
tions sent from these headquarters to the different or- 
ganizations of the command, from which the progress 
of events can be quite accurately traced. I cannot speak 
too highly of the efficiency displayed by the troops un- 
der the most trying ordeals, and where all organizations 
engaged conducted themselves so courageously it would

\ CHAMPION FOR THE SUBMARINE BOAT. 


Lieut. Comdr. W. W. Kimball, U. 8. N., is a thorough 
believer in the submarine boat, and in an article on “In- 
surance of Property Against War Risks,” in the 
“Forum” for June, he suggests its use as a means of in- 
surance against such risks. He believes that in the pres- 
ence of submarine torpedo boats, blockades could not 
exist, nor could bombardments be attempted. The devel- 
opment of this instrument of naval war has, he thinks, 
presented fewer difficulties than did that of surface tor- 


pedo boats. He says: : . 

“The submarine boat idea was fumbled with a bit, and 
then practically dropped, just as was the magazine gun 
idea a third of a century ago. In the case of the gun we 
proved its utility in the War of the Rebellion ; and then, 
instead of developing it, we dropped it altogether, and 
delightedly adopted an obsolete single-loader. In the 
case of the submarine boat, we dallied with the idea, 
brought into play our ever-effective way of how not to do 
it, by exercising the seesaw between legislative and execu- 
tive branches of the Government, and then practically 
dropped the matter. Meanwhile, France, appreciatin 
what submarines meant to her, and failing to get g 
results along her experimental lines of development, seized 
on the general principles of the American design, declared 
in her leading technical journal that it was the first sub- 
marine boat constructed on rational data, and applied its 
principles, so far as they were publicly known, to the 
submarine flotilla she was then constructing. The more 
valuable and practical features of the American design 
are still held in this country; and it will be amusing to 
observe whether we utilize them or not. It will be inter- 
esting to note whether we accept the device that can most 
economically strengthen our weak defences and give us 
most war insurance at least cost, or whether, being still 
joined to our idols of indifference, we let it alone. 

Our esteemed relative, Uncle Samuel, gets a severe 
drubbing from Comdr. Kimball for his stupid disregard 
of waste invention until it has received, American ideas 
included, the stamp of foreign approval. We have made 
some progress, but less than we should have done since 
the days when “the four prime requisites of an American 
man-of-war were inability to steam, to fight, or to run 
away, and when the Navy existed simply and solely as 
an excuse for navy yard appronriations and for employing 
workmen to vote at elections.” Still, we may congratu- 
late ourselves that “the underlying idea of providing a 
war insurance is slowly forging to the front. ‘The move- 
ment is slow, at times even_retrogade; but the neral 
result is a progressive one. We are preparing both fixed 
and mobile defences to protect our property against war 
losses. But since the late pseudo-war with a pitifully 
weak nation, we are beginning to feel that there may be 
something in the soldier’s trade besides rallying around 
the flag, and are slowly becoming conscious of the fact 
that a seaman may heve other functions than those which 
have been popularly attributed to him, viz., hitching up 
his trousers, chewing tobacco, and dancing a hornpipe. 
We have even discovered that putting a heterogeneous lot 
of landsmen into naval uniforms does not make officers 
and seamen of them; though, for political purposes, we 
prefer to assume that it does. : 

“Last summer’s pitiful exhibition of baseless panic 
along the New England coast advertised to the world the 
fact, that any enterprising enemy of half our sea power 
might find both prestige and profit in a war with us; for 
it was made plain that. through the agency of public 
panie created by the smoke of a couple of his cruisers, he 
could neutralize the nower of our whole fleet by keeping 
it seattered along our coast line, and could, therefore, keep 
his own fleet practically intact to carry out his own sweet 
will, while being absolutely free from any uneasiness in 
regard to his coasts or lines of communication. 

“In a country like ours—which has just decided by na- 
tional legislation that a sea officer is worth to it only 85 
per cent. of the value of a shore officer—there is almost 
ho prospect that an economical use of sea power will ever 
le attempted: for that would require a fleet constructed 
upon the lines of a reasonable policy: and we have no 
poliey. Still the case is not entirely hopeless. A quarter- 
century ago there was no prospect that our flag would 
ever fly from the staff of a vessel resembling even re- 
motely a real man-o’-war; yet to-day it is flying aboard 
everal ships that no cougtry need be ashamed of. And 
so, with the help of a little"nreasonable but quite natural 
optimism, it seems nossible that some time in the future 
we may secure the chief strateric points and wealth- 
centers of our coaets by shore and torpedo boat defences, 
ind thns be able to utilize as a real war preventive the 
small fleet we have. 

“We have built a few torpedo boats, We are building

But 
really we have a good excuse. ‘e were very much t- 
ened last summer by three Spanish torpedo craft; t 
when Spanish lack of enterprise prevented their use 
against us, and when, moreover, the Spaniards took a 
couple of them out in daylight, in face of the fire of a 
strong fleet, to certain destruction, and even then made no 
attempt to utilize their real power of attack, we were so 
relieved that our joy took the form of assuring ourselves 
that we had not been at all; that torpedo boats 
were useless; that we would never use ours again, and 
that there were no good torpedo boats in the world. 

“Our normal comprare will be regained after a time; 
and then we shall in a condition to accept the well 
known fact that three fairly good, fairly well handled tor- 
pedo boats can, on a moonless night, force the best battle- 
ship in the world off her blockading station, or put her 
hors de combat. We may even appreciate the fact that 
submarine torpedo boats furnish more insurance against 
our losses per dollar expended in insurance than any 
other form of defence at present known.” 

Thus wileth Kimball, and not without good reason, 
as we all admit. Having a clear and intelligent compre- 
hension himself of the necessity 
risks, he explains he finds it difficult to understand why 
those who have no more at stake than he has should be so 
indifferent to their own interests. “On one occasion,” 
he says, “information was sought from an English sub- 
lieutenant as to why his country made such large expedi- 
tures upon its Navy, and was found in the statement, ‘Oh, 
Parliament wouldn’t vote the service two-pence halfpenny 
nor would the Government allow it a half-crown, if they 
had their way ; but the city men will have it. They’ve got 
to have their war insurance from the Navy, you know.’ 

“That was clear. It was also clear that the property 
ashore and afloat belonging to our business men, like that 
of Englishmen, was exposed to war risks, to the same 
risks in kind, though perhaps in less degree—perhaps 
greater. if war risks are invited by not insuring against 
them. Therefore, it is not so very surprising that, in the 
ignorance and intolerance of youth, I attribute our sin- 
gular indifference to a plain business principle to lack of 
mental grasp on the part of our business men.” 





CYNICAL VIEW OF THE PEACE CONFERENCE. 


Mr. Sidney Low, in his article on “The Hypocrisies of 
the Peace Conference in the Nineteenth Century,” treats 
this august assemblage with scant courtesy, as one of the 
most elaborate shams of the century. In the opinion of 
Mr. Low, and of many others, nothing of any importance 
will ensue from its deliberations. The consideration 
shown to it is due to the natural and not unjustifiable 
toleration shown by statesmen for conventional men- 
dacity. It is a part of the judicious hypocrisy exacted 
by men in high station. The “plain man” is not called 
upon to even pretend to believe in what he knows to be 
a farce, and only hopes will not be a trap. The dislike 
of war assumed in calling this conference does not really 
exist. On the contrary, there is nothing which a high 
strung masterful nation admires so mich as war. The 
soldier, ‘even in an industrial country, is the first of 
popular heroes. Stories .of ‘martial achievement are 
among the most popular of works. In the average mind 
the victories of war are remembered when the triumphs of 
civilization are forgotten. f 

“The United States has had only one real war against 
a first-class foreign Power, and it is never tired of talking 
about it; and even that most respectable of heroes, George 
Washington, is admired by the great democracy not 80 
much because he was the father of his country as be- 
cause he beat the British. There is no great nation that 
would think it worth while to read its own history if 
the wars were left out of it.” The prospect is that men 
wil cease to fall in battle about as soon as they cease to 
fall in love. In war human agony and human cruelty are 
shown in their most intense, concentrated, material form, 
but perhaps the soldier is no worse than the nian respect- 
able in broadcloth and corduroys who squeezes the life 
out of an inconvenient competitor by the process of “in- 
dustrial war.” The one fierce day of battle at Omdur- 
man may have saved twenty times or fifty times the num- 
ber of the dead Dervishes from years of oppression, ra- 
pine, of misgovernment, or from slow starvation, and 
misery of all kinds. 

The proposal of Russia to arrest the growth of arma- 
ments is characterized by Mr. Low as a colossal impos- 
ture. The matter is entirely in the hands of the Czar. 
The German, the Austrian and the Italian armies and the 
British Navy are kept at their present proportions by 
the ever-threatening ibility of a Turco-Russian com- 
bination. Instead of arresting her warlike equipment, 
Russia has been at work ever since the Peace Conference 
was proposed, with more than her accustomed energy in 
perfecting it. “Nothing would better suit Russia’s scheme 
of operations than a five-years’ halt, during which the 
other Powers were debarred from adding to their arma- 
ments while she herself had time, leisure and money to 
spare for forging the links of iron round China and 
Persia and Afghanistan.” She could repair her finances, 
complete the metalled highways down which her troops 
can pass to the East and South, and complete in ruthless 
tranquility her great work of internal reconstruction Sd 
beating down local liberties, local sentiments, local tradi- 
tions; crushing out every alien element under the grind- 
ing rollers of the Autocracy. Even while the Peace Con- 
ference is in session this policy is being pursued in Fin 
land with gross brutality and contemptuous disregard of 
solemn obligations. The purpose is not to make the 
Finns merely Russians, but Russian soldiers, thus adding 
to the armaments that Russia professes to wish to see re- 
duced. 
The destruction of the national liberties and the sacri- 
fice of the local institutions of the Finns must be con- 
summated in hot haste, in order that tlie poor peasants 
may be caught in the military net, just too soon to be pro- 
tected by any international agreement against increasing 
existing military establishments. 

Such is the wedding garment in which holy Russia ar- 
rays herself to prepare for the bridal feast of Peace to 
which she is good enough to invite her rivals among the 
nations. “It is an expression of the curious, almost 
primitive simplicity of Muscovite diplomacy, showing the 
confidence of the child in the unlimited credulity of 
others. Russia would be the great gainer, if any real 
results were to be achieved by the Conference beyond a 
few innocuous rules about ambulances and arbitration, 
which everybody would be willing to agree to without any 
conference at all.” 








The U. S. transport Solace arrived at San Francisco, 
May 27. from Manila, by way of Yokohama and Héno- 
lulu. The only Army officer on board was Lieut. B. C. 
Gilbert, 6th Art.. on leave. There were five or six sick 
men in the hospital and 308 seamen who were relieved 
at Manila from the Philippine squadron and sent home. 
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THE UTAH LIGHT ARTILLERY AT MANILA, 


Maj. Richard W. Young, of the Utah Light Artillery, 
has made a report to the War Department of the opera- 
tions of his command near Manila. Maj. Young, after 
describing the advance on Caloocan, says: 

“T am satisfied that no troops during this advance have 
performed more dangerous service than the detachment 
under Lieut. Seaman in their perilous progress up the 
Caloocan road. Too much, therefore, in my judgment, 
cannot be said in praise of their intrepidity and effi- 
ciency.” 

Maj. Young also mentions the good work of two guns 
of the Sixth Artillery, under Lieut. A. 8. Fleming, who 
were assigned to his division in this action, He says: 
“During the advance on Caloocan this platoon did very 
accurate and effective work under a heavy small-arm 
fire from the enemy.” He speaks of Grant's and Critch- 
low’s guns, which took part in the movement, as follows: 
“Extremely accurate work was done; one of the best 
shots of the campaign was at a party throwing up earth- 
works at the cemetery gate, the left side of the gate be- 
ing destroyed at an estimated range of 2,600 yards by the 
first shell. Shrapnel fire proved to be very efficacious at 
a range of 2,000 yards, etving a party which advanced 
fearlessly from the right to take a flanking party under 
command of Maj. Bell, U. 8. V. Engineers.” 

A compliment is also paid to Wedgwood’s battery, the 
men of which dragged their guns on the night of Web. 
ruary 4 for three miles without assistance and driving 
the enemy back in great numbers, paved the way for 
the infantry advance. These guns were served under 
a heavy cross fire, the cannoneers having little or no 
protection. Webb's two guns are descri as silencing 
the enemy’s fire in almost every instance over an are of 
nearly 150 degrees. The two Nordenfeldts, under Lieut. 
Gibbs, are said to have been handled with skill and effi- 
ciency. In one case the guns were brought down at 
double time on a 500-yard slope in the face of a heavy 
fire. This was in open view of the enemy under close 
range, and was one of the boldest and most commend- 
able acts of the campaign, says Maj. Young.

A correspondent sends us this statement appearing in 
a daily paper and asks us to correct it: 


“Capt. Julian Myers died earl esterday mornin 
home of his daughter, Mrs. C. ha Whittaker, No. 1 
ment onase, Sane, N. J. yy 
een an eventful one. e was born in Savannah, Ga., 

5, 1825. At the age of thirteen, agplnct the wishes of hie 
parents, he enlisted in the United States Navy. He served 
with great distinction and was twice promoted for bravery 
by special acts of Congress. When the Civil War broke out 
he resigned his commission, hurried South and joined him- 
self heart and soul to the Confederate cause. He was placed 
in command of the monitor Huntsville and participated in 
every naval engagement below Mobile a inst Admiral Far- 
ragut’s fleet. So great was his daring that on one occasion 
subsequent to the war Admiral Farragut remarked to Gen-

eral W. T. Sherman on meeting Capt. Myers’ son, Budd 
Myers, of Chicago, Ill.: “This boy's father did what no other 
man could have done with the same force. He kept me out 


Capt. Myers scuttled his vessel 
and escaped ashore te avoid capture by the Union fleet. 
Since the war he had shown his adherence to the ‘lost 


cause’ by steadily refusing to take the oath of allegiance to 
the United States. He is survived by two daughters. His 
body will be taken to Savannah for interment.’ 


Julian Myers entered the navy service as midshipman 
March 2, 1839. He was promoted to passed midship- 
man 2d of July, 1845; to master February 21, 1854; to lieu- 
tenant, September 20, 1854, and was dismissed the 
service December 6, 1861, He was not promoted. for 
bravery by special acts of Congress, as his relative stand- 
ing when he left the service was the same as when he 
entered it. As Admiral Farragut was not in the habit of 
saying foolish things the story about him is improbable. 
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CLASSES AT THE ACADEMIES, 

Every vacancy at the Military Academy, with the ex- 
ception of eleven, has been filled and candidates ordered 
to report for the entrance examination which will be 
held there during the week, beginning June 6. In all 
211 nominations have been made, including a number of 
Presidential appointments. All vacancies remaining as 
a result of the failure of candidates will be filled as far 
as possible at the examination to be held in September, 
and strong efforts will be made to induce members of 
Congress to nominate boys so that as far as practicable 
the full quota allowed to West Point may be maintained, 
It is expected that Congress at the next session will be 
urged to provide for an increase of appointments to the 
academy in order that the annua! output from the insti- 
tution may be considerably increased. 

Owing to the small number of cadets admitted to the 
Naval Academy at the recent examinations held on May 
15 there will be an unusually large class reporting in 


September for the hundred vacancies now existing. A 
large proportion of these places have already filled 
by members of Congress, but there yet remain at least 
twenty-five for which nominations will be made during 
the next three months. On account of the impossibility 
of maintaining the full strength allowed the lower grades 
by law, it is regarded as necessary in order to meet the 
deficiency that the number of appointments should be 
increased so as to permit more graduates for commis- 
sions each year. There are now practically three va- 
cancies for each namber of this year’s final graduating 
class, and after commissions have been awarded on July 
1 next enough places will remain, without considering 
those that may be counted upon as occurring during the 
next two years, for both classes now serving at sea. 

Lack of officers in the lower grades of the services. 
becomes more apparent each day, and while the person- 
nel bill provided a more even flow of promotion ail 
along the line it made no provision for increasing the 
number of officers. Secretary Long states that it will 
be impracticable to meet the present and prospective 
needs of the naval service with the authorized strength 
of officers now allowed, and he has already determined 
to present a strong recommendation to Con next 
session for increasing the number of cadets alllowed at 
the Naval Academy by perhapa one hundred, ators, 
in event of the increase being allowed, to have the priv- 
ilege of making the appointments.

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THE OPENING AT MANILA. 

Theodore Roosevelt concludes his story of the Rough 
Riders in Scribner's for June, and Percy G, McDonnell 
has an account of “The Battle of the Block Houses” in 
the war with the insurgents at Manila. It is illustrated 
by copies of photographs taken by Lieut. C. F. O’Keefe, 
Photograph Department, Office of Military Information, 
EKighth Army Corps. There is also a pathetic story in 
this number, “A Burial by Friendless Post,” a com- 
pany of war veterans brought by age and infirmities to 
the condition of paupers living in the county almshouse. 
Mr. McDonnell describes the opening of the fight with 
the insurgents at Manila, and he is not so sure that the 
greater part of the blame—call it responsibility if you 
wish—rests with the superior force. t the same time 
he thinks that the situation preceding the outbreak was 
intolerable to our ra 4 and could not last. Various in- 
stances are given of the treachery of the natives which 
may explain some of the stories that come from Manila 
of a refusal to accept surrender from those who act as 
in the case described by Mr. McDonnell of ‘a wounded 
native who begged for mercy, and as the soldier reached 
forward to take the surrendered rifle, rise on his elbow 
and shot him through the heart.” 

The artillery at Manila comes in for a good word by 
this writer. He says: [ en ‘ 
ment the work of the artillery was a ———_ to wit- 
ness. Capt. Dyer’s batiery and the Utah guns were dis- 
tributed among the different commands wherever their 
services were most needed, and the accuracy of fire and 
rapidity with which the guns were moved from place to 
place reflects the highest credit on the men and com- 
manders. The infantry soon learned their value and, 
loosening the leather straps, they threw their own guns 
over their shoulders and, grabbing the ropes with the ar- 
tillery men, snaked the cannon along together.” _ 

“All day long,” Mr. McDonnell says, “Aguinaldo’s men 
fought against the combined attacks of the navy, artil- 
Jery and infantry. Scarcely a foot of ground was 
yielded until a charge was resorted to, or the position 
fired, and experience shows that the Filipinos cannot 
stand charges. Dozens of places were defended until 
the men rushed the works at the point of the bayonet, 
and then they found the trench piled with the dead. As 
a fighting machine the Filipino has gone up several pegs 
in the estimation of the American soldier. , 

Such men ought to be fighting with us and not against 
us, 





FROM THE ISLANDS. 


The first payments to Cuban soldiers in Havana, May 


27, was not encouraging, as only 7 men applied at La 


Punta, where Maj. F. 8. Dodge, of the Paymaster’s De- 
partment, was stationed with $30,000 in gold and $9,000 
in silver. Six guards accompanied him, and details of 
men from the 8th Inf. were under arms to preserve order 
among the mobs which it was supposed would gather. 
Col. George M. Randall, of the 8th Inf., was present as 
Commissioner of the United States. Gen. Ruis Rivera, 
who was on that day inuucted into the office of Civil 
Governor of Havana, was there to receive the arms, with 
a representative of Gen. Gomez and four or five Cuban 
officers. Half a dozen American cierks, with the rolls of 
the Cuban Army, sat at a long table at the headquarters 
of the Sth Regt. A bag of gold was displayed, but there 
were no applicants for a share of it. The day dragged 
along, and finally in the afternoon 7 men came up and 
yroved that they had been in the Cuban Army. They 
had no receipts for arms delivered, but proved they had 
had duties that required no arms. Many applicants were 
turned away as “blockaders,” men who joined the army 
after the American blockade began. ‘The payment was 
continued May 29, and then it looked as if it would be 
successful. Three hundred privates applied, but only 112 
could be paid, as the work of verification proved laborious. 
In the day 95 rifles were delivered, most of the applicants 
preferring to turn their guns over to the Americans than 
to the Mayor of Havana. 

All day long it was virtually impossible to get through 
the front door of the office unless the sentry cleared the 
way. ‘The Cuban officers, who on the first day tried to 
discourage any who were disposed to apply, thinking that 
the tide of feeling had turned, offered all the assistance 
possible to Col. Randall. At the conclusion of the 
day’s work there were more than 200 men who had not 
been unpaid. These will have to wait until after the re- 
turn of the pay car on June 15, when there nrobably will 
be extra days assigned for Havana. The pay car left on 
May 30. One thousand posters were sent into the Prov- 
ince of Pinar del Rio to announce the places and dates 
of payment. 

While the American authorities appear satisfied with 
the progress made in paying off the Cuban soldiers, the 
situation at some places is not altogether reassuring. 
Gen. Pedro Delgado, commanding the Cuban forces 
around Guanajay, called his men together May 29, told 
them they were disbanded, and ordered them to take their 
arms and go home. Of the 200, some 30 who were mount- 
ed on ponies said they would ride to Havana and get their 
money. 
ious bandit, called upon the rest to draw up in line and 
to shoot any man who took the road to Havana. The 
thirty mounted men gloomily dispersed. They will have 
an opportunity to receive their shares later. 

It is reported that many of the Cubans who, though 
having arms, did not figure in the muster rolls when they 
applied for payment, obtained the weapons from friends 
at Guanabacoa, where many arms had been stored with 
keepers of grocery shops by people who had purchased 
them from Spanish guerillas and volunteers. These were 

iven out to enable the holders to secure shares in the 
merican gratuity. Some Cubans, undoubtedly entitled 
to payment, have also obtained arms from the same 
source, and are thus able to retain the weapons that they 
used during the war. 

The disbanding of the Cuban troops continues. Twelve 
hundred men, under the commanu of Gen. Jacinto Her- 
nandez, who were encamped at San Jose de las Lajas, 
about 21 miles from Havana, have been mustered out. 
They received certificates of service redeemable under the 
first Cuban Government. Some of these men were in the 
Cuban service three and a half years. One party of 80, 
living in _ Santa Clara, started immediately for their 
homes. The horses of many, however, have died of dis- 
ease or been killed off, and, consequently, most of the men 
go home by trains, which give them free passage. 

The payment of the Cuban troops was continued May 
81 at Santiago de las Vegas under the supervision of Col. 
Randall, 109 men receiving $75 each. Payment was re- 
fused to 21 applicants, who had no arms, and did not fur- 
nish the necessary identification. Col. Randall and the 
pay train left in the evening for Melenz, where payment 
began June 1. Gen. Esquerra, commanding the Cubans 
near Cienfuegos, has secured positions and holdings of 
land for 500 of his men, among whom there is a general 
determination to refuse to accept the American gratuity

JAMMING OF MACHINE GUNS. 


Speaking of our recent experiences with the Colt auto- 
matic gun “Arms and Explosives” says: ‘“‘ So the Amer- 
ican authorities are thinking of giving up the use of Colt 
and Maxim machine guns beeause they can not be relied 
upon in emergencies, Certainly in Samoa they seemed to 
have proved their case—but why blame the guns? Our 
Maxim guns do not jam for the reason that we use 
proper cartridges. e have never yet seen an Amer- 
ican small bore cartridge constructed to stand the strain 
of a machine gun. Let them turn their cartridges into 
pencil cases or other equally useful products, and start 
again to make a eartridge case capable of resisting the 
special strain of firing and extracting which is maaiepense 
ble to the use of machine guns. There are several firms 
in England who would supply cartridges to comply with 
these conditions whom the United States have prob- 
ably never tried.” 

A correspondent of the Army and Navy Journal who 
is an expert in ordnance matters says: “There is noth- 
ing connected with the failure of the gun to perform sat- 
isfactorily at Samoa that has not likewise occurred in 
Europe in other makes of machine guns whether oper- 
ated co lever, crank, or automatically. It is a fact that 
all those types, in trying moments, have jammed~«or 
broken down from one cause or another. As Rear 
Adml. O’Neill is quoted as saying in the ‘Sun,’ the 
failure of the gun may have been due to defective am- 
munition; and as to the ammunition, you must be aware 
that the present service cartridge (.236) is very severe on 
both shoulder rifles and machine guns. I trust the time 
is not far distant when the recommendation of the joint 
Board to adopt the Army caliber (.300) will be favorably 
acted upon.” 
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BIDS FOR ARMOR. 


Again the question of armor for the Navy must be 
referred to Congress for consideration and action. The 
failure of the leading firms this week to submit bids for 
furnishing plate that could be accepted by the Govern 
ment was a source of disappointment and surprise. It 
had been anticipated by the Ordnance Bureau that at 
least three, and possibly more, bids would be received for 
supplying armor for ships authorized last summer, which 
included three first-class battleships and four armored 


cruisers. Unofficial advices had been received at the 
Navy Department indicating that both the Carnegie and 
Bethlehem companies would bid for supplying the three 
battleships and four monitors provided last session, but 
neither firm apparently is desirous of undertaking to sup- 
ply armor under the present severe test for anything like 
the amount of money that Congress authorizes to be 
paid. It is generally regarded by naval ordnance officers 
that no final settlement of the armor question is possible 
until Congress either increases the limit of price or else 
votes to establish a government factory, the latter propo- 
sition, however, being greatly opposed by Rear Adml. 
O'Neil, Chief Ordnance Bureau, who believes that it is 
not = to secure the high grade of plate required by 
the Navy for less money than foreign governments are 
now paying for this class of armor. When bids were 
opened this week it was found that both the Carnegie 
and Bethlehem companies had submitted statements 
showing why they declined to bid. The letter of the 
Carnegie Company is as follows: 
“The Carnegie Company, Ltd. 

“Referring to your advertisements, etc., inviting pro- 
posals for about 24,000 tons of armor plate and appur- 
tenances, we regret to inform you that, owing to the con- 
ditions in reference to ballistic requirements, stipulated 
in the circular, in order to fulfill which would necessi- 
tate the armor being manufactured under the latest 
Krupp system, thereby entailing a much increased cost 
of manufacture, we are unable to tender, under the lim- 
iting price per ton set forth in the proposal. We are 
quite willing, however, to furnish all or any part of this 
armor under the same conditions and prices governing 
our present contracts for the armor of the Wisconsin 
and Illinois. Very respectfully, 

“Tne CARNEGIE Stee. CoMPANy, 
“Limited, by C. M. Schwab, President.” 

The Bethlehem company’s letter said in part: 

“We regret that owing to the great severity of the bal 
listie tests, which necessitate the employment of a 
Kruppized process, it is impossible for us to furnish the 
armor at the prices stipulated by Congress as the maxi- 
mum that can be paid. We are prepared to furnish all 
or any part of this armor at the same price and under 
the same conditions as the armor which we are now mak- 
ing for the Illinois and Alabama. 

“THe BETHLEHEM IRON COMPANY, 
“By Robert Linderman, President.” 

Another firm which submitted bids had not previously 
figured in armor contracts, and the ordnance officials 
were not able to judge of their capacity to perform this 
class of work, but the price and the conditions of fur- 
nishing the armor five years hence were sufficient to dis- 
pose of this one bid. 

Rear Adml. O'Neil says that while the result of 
the bids is a disappointment it will not have the effect 
of delaying work on the ships, for the reason that the 
armor makers have about all they can do until next 
spring, and by that time the matter can be brought to 
the attention of Congress.

It was found that the report was prac- 
tically groundless, that the position was a strong one, 
that there was no firing and no apparent danger, and 
that Maj. Goodale was reluctant to withdraw, especially 
at night. They therefore left the platoon there and re- 
turned, Lieut. Perry reporting the facts to the depart- 
ment commander, who authorized me to leave the battal- 
ion Where it was and proceed according to my best judg- 
ment in the morning.

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VOLUNTEDRS COMING HOME, 

The latest reports from Manila received at the War 
Department indicate that the Volunteer troops now in 
the Philippines will begin to depart from Manila within 
the next ten days. A large number of the best trans- 
ports of the Army transport service are now at Manila, 
where they can be utilized for the transportation of re- 
turning Volunteers. The Hancock will probably be the 
next transport to leave there, and it is thought at the 
War Department that Gen. Otis will order her departure 
within the coming week. Should he do 6o the California 
Volunteers will almost certainly come home on_ her and 
be brought to San Francisco for muster out. The ques- 
tion of muster out of the Volunteers is causing the War 
Department uo little concern. Many requests have been 
received from Governors of States requesting that the 
organizations be sent to their places of enlistment for 
muster out, but the Secretary of War has another vlan 
which he considers more for the welfare of the enlisted 
men, 

As the matter has been left to the soldiers themselves 
to decide, however, Gen. Otis has been cabled to have 
the regiments vote on the matter, and their wishes will 
be followed. At the same time Secretary Alger has had 
prepared a table showing the men the cost of transpor- 
tation from San Francisco to their homes, and has cabled 
it to Gen. Otis as follows: ‘ : 4 

“Volunteers mustered out at San Francisco will receive 
travel pay approximately as follows: Men of com pee te 

Colorado, $9 to $95; Idaho, $51 to 1: Iowa, $82 to 
$130: Kaneas, $83 to $131; Montana. $53 to $84; Ne-

Of course 
the higher sums are graded among non-commissioned of- 
ficers. Railroad fares are: San Francisco to St, Louis 
and Fargo, $43; Chicago, $44; Washington and Philadel- 
phie, $59; New York, $60; Salt Lake, $24; Lincoln and 
Topeka, $37; Des Moines, $40; Sioux Falls, $41; Chey- 
enne and Denver, $35, not including subsistence. Of- 
ficers, of course, get larger sums. Submit these facts 
to each regiment, and let them determine by vote whether 
they will be mustered out at San Francisco and take 
travel pay or in their own States, transported by Govern- 
ment. Cable vote of each regiment.”

COLONEL JOSEPH P. FARLEY. 

The transfer of Col. Joseph P. Farley from Alleghany 
arsenal to Watervliet is the occasion for many regrets 
among the good people of Pittsburg, Pa. The Pittsburg 
“Press” says: “The change of Col. Farley to Watervliet 
will be considered a matter for regret by Pittsburgers 
generally. Of courteous manner and scholarly bearing, 
he made himself a favorite with every one with whom he 
came in contact. There will be distinct pleasure, how- 
ever, in the knowledge that he is going to a more im- 
portant post, and one where his valuable knowledge of 
ordnance matters and general military capability will 
have fuller scope.” ; . : 

The “Despatch” says: “Col, Farley's period of service 
in this city has been a brief one, not exceeding two years, 
but during this period he has been actively employed 
as Inspector of Ordnance at a large number of foundries, 
rolling mills and steel worke in this district, and during 
the late war with Spain he inaugurated leather work, 
employing some hundred or more operators in the arsenal 
workshops. This was the first activity to which the 
shops were put since the War of the Rebellion. It was 
thought for a time that the shops would be put to opera- ° 
tions of a more extensive character, as they are capable 
of furnishing quite a number of war munitions, but the 
rapid close of hostilities preciided the doing of anything 
further. Just now nothing in the way of manufacturing 
of any extensive nature is being done, though the shops 
are being maintained in a high state of efficiency, and are 
always ready for an emergency. Col. Farley's service pre- 
vious to coming here was as Commandant at the Frank- 
fort Arsenal, in the eastern part of this State.” == 

Col, Farley is the oldest offteer in point of service in his 
corps. with the exception of Gen. Buffington and Col. 
Whittemore and Col. Mordecai, who was a graduate 
of the same class at West Point, June, 1861. His first 
commission was that of Brevet 2d Lieutenant, 2d Art., 
and he was transferred to the Ordnance or as 2d 
Lieutenant Oct. 24, 1861. During the Civil ar Col. 
Farley served in the operations against Charleston in the 
bombardment and siege of Fort Wagner. while on the 
staff of Gen. Seymour, in charge of the Ordnance Depot 
at Hilton Head, 8. C., and later on that at City Point, 
Va. He is a son of Capt. John Farley, who was gradu- 
ated from the Military Academy in 1823, and who was 
also first commissioned as a. Brevet 2d Lieutenant in the 
2d Art., and subsequently detailed to ordnance duty. 
He resigned in 1836, and died in 1874, aged 71.

On the personal request of Gen. Otis, Brig. Gen. Theo. 
Schwan, Chief Assistant to Gen. Corbin, has been or- 
dered to proceed to Manila for duty with the troops sta- 
tioned in the Philippines.

Comy. Gen. Weston has received word from Maj, 
Smith, Chief Commissary at Havana, of the award to 
Swift & Co. of Chicago of the contract for fresh beef 
for the troops in Cuba.

There is a noticeable decrease in the expenses of the 
War Departinent during the month of May as compared 
with those of April.

The work of making out the new commissions made 
necessary by the recent legislation reorganizing the Navy, 
is approaching completion, the only hitch at the present 
time being well down on the Ensigns’ list, and this diffi- 
culty will soon be “opinioned” away by the Attorney Gen- 
eral and the Judge Advocate General. The number of 
commissions reaches a figure somewhat in excess of 
four hundred and fifty.

A decision has been rendered by the Navy Department 
by which it is held that Captains who apply for volun- 
tary retirement under the provisions of the Personnel 
law must be retired as Commodores, that grade having 
been retained under the retired list for such purposes. 
The Department holds that Captains retiring voluntarily 
are not entitled to the benefits of the provision of the act 
which says that officers who served in the Civil War shall 
on retirement receive the rank and three-fourths sea pay 
of the next higher grade. The application of this pro- 
vision to voluntary retirement would promote Captains 
to the grade of Rear Admiral on the retired list. It is 
decided that Captains who retire in compliance with 
law are entitled to the rank and three-fourths sea pay of 
Rear Admirals if they served during the Civil War. 





GENERAL EAGAN AND THE MILITARY OR- 
DER. 

A correspondent sends us a clipping from some news- 
paper, which says: 

“Gen. Eagan used bad language. He has apologized 
for so doing. Yet his social judges condemn him. How 
many of these judges have been guilty of similar indie- 
eretions under circumstances which did not bring them 
to the attention of the nation is a question we cannot 
answer, but it is fair to suppose that many of them have 
lost their tempers and used profane language. Why, 
therefore, should these men profess to be better than 
Gen. Eagan and attempt to publicly dishonor him? As 
a public servant Gen. Eagan has, for the most part, 
been faithful, so far as the official records indicate. The 
mere fact that he lost his temper and used profane lan- 
guage is insufficient for his expulsion from the Loyal 
Legion. This expulsion smacks too much of military 
politics to have much weight with the public.” 

Of this our correspondent says: “The average citizen 
cannot discuss intelligently anything relating to matters 
connected with the Regular Army, as evidenced by this 
article. Army men, and members of the Loyal Legion, 
do not understand that Gen, Eagan was punished for 
simply using the language he did, but for the outrageous 
disrespect to his superior officer. The regulations gave 
him ample means to vindicate himself if he felt aggrieved 
by the Commanding General. The mere fact that Gen. 
Eagan was court martialed for a serious military of- 
fenee and sentenced to be dismissed the service was suf- 
ficient cause for dropping his name from the role of 
members of the Loyal Legion, in whose organization 
something more than mere sentiment existe. Every of 
ficer of the Army heard by the writer who expressed 
any opinion on the ‘Eagan Case,’ said ‘Served him right.’ 
Will you favor us with some remarks from your able pen 
on the enclosed editorial of an irresponsible newspaper?” 

Our correspondent states the case so well that we see 
no occasion to add anything to what he has said. Many 
things may be passed over when they are done in private 
which would, if done in public, constitute a serious of- 
fence. This is true of civil offences, and it is still more 
true of military offences. No officer is obliged to exer- 
cise himself as a mind reader to determine what his 
subordinates may think of him, or possibly say of him 
in the confidence of friendship, but to flaunt him in pub- 
lic is a serious military offence which cannot be passed 
over, however great the provocation the offending officer 
has, or may think he has. It would be subversive of 
all discipline to permit such an offence as that of Gen. 
Eagan to go unchallenged. It was properly declared by 
the court martial to be “conduct unbecoming an officer 
and a gentleman,” and the constitution of the Military 
Order of the Loyal Legion does not permit the continu- 
ance in that order of any one guilty of such conduct. It 
is upon his official record that an officer is admitted to 
the Order, and by that record he must etand or fall. 








It was officially denied at the Department of State this 
week that there had been any exchanges whatever be- 
tween the Department and the German Government 
relative to the replacement of the flagship Philadelphia 
by the cruiser Newark at Apia, Samoa. ‘The subject it 
was said has not even been mentioned and nothing in the 
nature of a protest against the sending of the ship to 
Samoa has been lodged. At the Navy Department, it is 
said, no orders have yet been forwarded to the Newark, 
and nothing is known of any German protest. The orig- 
inal orders of the Newark sent her on a cruise around 
South America to the Pacific Station, and it was under 
these orders that she left Montevideo about ten days 
ago. When Rear Adml. Kautz announced his intention 
of sailing from Apia for home it was determined to send 
the Newark to take the place of the Philadelphia at 
Apia, for otherwise the United States interests in that 
quarter would be left without the protection of a single 
warship. 





Lieuts. W. W. White and B. C. Bryan, U. S. N., are 
engaged on the great lakes in an exhaustive test of the 
mechanical stoker for marine use. So much benefit has re- 
sulted from the use of this system on land boilers that 
the Navy Department is desirous for tests in demonstra- 
tion of equal success for Naval use. Should the report of 
these officers be favorable the same device will probably 
be tested on some warship of the home squadron. The 
claims for the device are that less coal is required per 
horse power, and that the smoke nuisance is entirely elim- 
inated.

The Assistant Comptroller of the Treasury has de- 
cided that a Major who is assigned to the command of 
the battalion of his regiment, which is usually held 
by the Lieut. Col., is not assigned to a command above 
his grade, and therefore is not entitled to the pay of a 
Lieut. Col., while so serving. It has also been decided 
that an Army officer traveling from Manila to Wasi> 
ington on official business and by direction of competent 
authority is entitled only to actual and necessary travel- 
ing expenses and not to mileage.

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HOW TO GOVERN OUR NEW POSSESSIONS. 


The question as to whether or not Gen. Otis has suffi- 
cient force under his command in the Philippines, which 
is being so generally diseussed in the daily papers, is to 
be determined by his ability to furnish protection to the 
peaceable inhabitants of the islands, as well as to deal 
with the armed forces opposing him in the field. For a 
permanent garrison in the islands when tranquility is 
restored, his force is, no doubt, quite sufficient. BEngland 
has 74,500 troops in India, 1,800 in Crete and 49,000 in 
the colonies, thus partly distributed: 11,000 in Malta, 
9,000 in South Africa, 5,000 in Gibraltar, 4,000 in China 
and Hong Kong, and 4,000 in Egypt.. This does not in- 
syne native troops, but it gives some indication of what 
fe shall be called upon to provide for when we shall 
‘ave settled down to a colonial system with its adjunct 

i native troops and native administrators. 

If we are bound by every obligation of good faith to 

‘stroy Aguinaldo’s Army, we are equally bound to re- 
store order in the Philippine archipelago, and to protect 
its peacefully disposed inhabitants in their rights as 
wards if not as citizens of the great Republic. The task 
may be a difficult one; it may be an unpleasant one; but 
this should have been considered before we entered upon 
it. It is now too late to retreat, and we have under- 
aken nothing beyond our strength. 

If it requires seven thousand policemen, with eight 
housand national guardsmen in reserve, to preserve or- 
ler among the three million inhabitants of New York, 
how large is the force required to preserve order among 
the ten million people of barbarous or semi-barbarous 
races in the Philippines? That is the problem for us to 
Whatever that force may be it should be in 
addition to, and in excess of, the strictly military force 








settle, 


required for operations in the field. It should not be a 
civil force, for our new possessions are not yet ready for 
‘ivil control; yet it should be a body of men especially 
set apart for this work under military control and mili- 


tary organization, and not liable to be calied upon for 
service in the field, except in the case of emergency. 

The inhabitants of the islands should be enlisted for 
his work, so far as possible, and if they are kept under 
strict military control they can no doubt do good service. 
Professional philanthropists, cranks, reformers, specula- 
tors and men of all sorts who are urgent for the appli- 
cation of American ideas to a people not yet prepared to 
receive them, should be rigidly excluded from participa- 
tion in the government of the Philippines. It was a 
great mistake to send them a civil commission, however, 
excellent its composition. These commissioners can do 
nothing that could not be better done by the military au- 
thorities, and they suggest to the Filipinos the idea of 
divided authority. 

We eannet conduct war with the sword in one hand 
and the olive branch in the other. “Unconditional sur- 
render” was the legend on the banner under which our 
forces fought to final victory during the Civil War. It 
was our motto during the war with Spain and it should 
be our motto in the Philippines until the last Filipino 
soldier has yielded up his arms and turned to the pur- 
suits of peace. Thousands and tens of thousands of 
graves are scattered over the land wherein lie the vic- 
tims of the ill-judged attempt to conduct war after civil- 





ian methods during 1861-5. If our authorities con- 
trolling such matters are satisfied that the peace commis- 
sion sent to Manila is equal to the problem of pacifica- 
tion, it should, be turned over to them and the soldiers 
withdrawn. Otherwise the matter should be entrusted 
wholly to Gen. Otis, and no civilian interference with 
him of any kind permitted. 

What we have said of the Philippines is equally true 
of Porto Rico and Cuba. The difficulty we are having 
with the Cuban soldiers now is directly traceable to the 
action of a philanthropist who went there with a ship 
load of cupplies, and recognized the so-called Cuban 
Army as his medium of distribution. The result was not 
only great haste, but the creation of a mistaken impres- 
sion on the part of the Cuban officers and the Cuban 
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Parliament as te their recognition by the United States. 
There should be no intercourse of any kind with Cuban 
officials, or ex-officials, except through the Army. If our 
officers have not secured the confidence of the Govern- 
ment they should be replaced by others, but in no event 
should they be interfered with by civilian administra- 
tors of any kind, lay or clerical, official or unofficial, 
philanthrophists or speculators. 

The difficult problems of administration we have to 
deal with in the islands can be settled only by the steady 
exercise of a uniform and impartial administration which 
gives no evidence of divided authority and impresses the 
native with the power and impartial justice of our 
Government rather than with its disposition to gushing 
philanthropy. We, by no means, suggest that the needs 
of the suffering, the homeless, and the despairing should 
be disregarded; only that they should be relieved by or- 
derly methods, and with a due regard to proper ac- 
countability for every dollar of public property expended. 
Experience has shown that such accountability can be 
attained, for the present at least, only through the 
Army. What we wish is to create good citizens, and 
not paupers and brigands, as we shall certainly do if we 
follow loose and improper methods. 

And patience should have her perfect work in this 
connection. It will be a matter of years to bring order 
out of the chaos into which Spanish misrule has plunged 
us, and we should have a care lest we substitute one 
misrule for another; otherwise our work will be end- 
less. Nor should we forget that we are an alien race in 
the Spanish islands and need to be circumspect lest we 
draw too closely the lines of difference between our own 
ideas of right and wrong, and those of people equally 
honest and conscientious who have different standards of 
right and wrong. 





ADMIRAL SCHLEY ON THE ITCH FOR 
WRITING. 


In the deluge of articles on various phases of the war 
that have been appearing in all sorts of publications the 
name of Rear Adml. Schley, U. 8. N., has been conspicu- 
ously absent, and we are told through an interview had 
with him the other day at Omaha that the Admiral has 
very decided views on the subject. His attention having 
been called by the interviewer to the absence of his name 
from the magazines, he said: 

“No; I have not written anything, and have declined 
all requests for contributions of a literary kind. I do not 
believe that those who make history or assist in making 
history should write it. Their field of vision is neces- 
sarily limited, and they view it quite differently from 
the one who might obliquely see the entire situation. 
Then, again, there are personal interests that should be 
eliminated, and the simple facts should be handed down to 
subsequent generations. It is facts that the people want, 
and when the facts are in their possession they do not 
have to go to a normal school to deduct conclusions.” 


Although there may be much to be said for Adml. 
Schley’s view of the matter, there is no doubt that it 
would have deprived the country of some very interest- 
ing side lights on the war which, without compromising 
any one, tend to give the nation a better understanding 
on many points. It is not to be expected that the Ad- 
miral meant to intimate that there has been any romanc- 
ing in the articles from the pens of the various naval and 
military officers, who no doubt from the same wish as he 
has to place the facts within easy reach of the historian 
have dwelt interestingly on incidents and episodes which 
might escape the historical writer. The point of view is 
everything in the making of history, and it is doubtful 
whether the old manner of writing history would insure 
to the generations to come as true a picture of the sea 
fight at Santiago as is assured by the excellent articles 
of the ships’ commanders. Such events must be treated 
while they are yet fresh in the mind, and the busy life 
of the average naval officer is apt to chase from his mind 
the details which are none the less evanescent because 
they contain so much of human interest, and which might 
be beyond all recall unless put into written form soon af- 
ter the occurrence. It is not likely that the historian who 
will approach the study of the Spanish-American war in 
the years to come will share entirely the views of Adml. 
Schley as to the present cacoethes scribendi which has 
swept through our Army and Navy with the virulence of 
a fever.

RAISING MORE MEN FOR OTIS. 


Gen. Otis will have, after the withdrawal of the Vol- 
unteer soldiers, only 24,000 Regular troops in the Philip- 
pine Islands, and in order to comply with his estimate 
submitted this week it will be necessary to send him 
6,000 more men. Whether these will be taken from the 
Regular troops now in the United States or a call issued 
for Volunteers has not been determined. The north At- 
lantic coast of the United States is now defended by 
large, expensive and valuable guns that require a con- 
siderable force of artillery to keep them in repair and 
in condition for service. It was but recently that Capt. 
Crozier, of the Ordnance Department, made a valuable 
report on the inspection of the coast defences of the 
north Atlantic coast. In this report he calls special at- 
tention to the lack of artillery officers and men necessary 
for the care of the coast defences. He pointed out that 
non-commissioned officers were frequently in charge of 
important batteries, and that the absence of artillery of 
sufficient force made effective drilling impossible. 

It is generally admitted in Washington that Gen. Otie 
caused no little surprise by not asking for more than 
30,000 men. The telegram received this week from him 
was in response to an inquiry made by Secretary Alger, 
and for the fifth time Gen. Otis insisted that 30,000 
troops would be sufficient. The War Department is 
now concerned in plans for raising the 6,000 additional 





troops, without calling for Vi Notwithstanding 
that to do thie will Fi Ale 5 26 
country the proposition has been advanced, and meets 
with some favor, that one cavalry regiment, the 7th Inf. 
and the 24th or 25th Inf., be eent to Manila as organi- 
zations, and the rest of thé reinf ts secured by 
reducing cavalry regiments in this country to 

footing. Each troop of cavalry now consists of 100 men, 
and it has been suggested that this number be reduced 
to seventy men. This would give 360 men from each 
cavalry regiment, or 3,340 men from all the cavalry com- 
mands. By this means it would be possible to procure 
enough men to make up the 6,000 needed by Gen. Otis. 
On the other hand, the organizations left in

pear, for instance, that two companies of cavalry now at 
Fort Duchesne, Utah, would be retained there as two 
companies, As a matter of fact, Fort Duchesne would 
be defended by exactly 140 men. Thie would be true of 
nearly every other post defended by cavalry. 
Grant, Arizona; Jefferson Barracks, Missouri; Fort 
Reno, Oklahoma, and Fort Sill, Oklahoma, there would 
be less than 200 men for each place, while at Fort Clark, 
Texas; Fort Keogh, Montana; Fort Niobrara, Nebraska; 
Fort Ringgold, Texas; Fort Washakie, Wyoming, and 
Fort Yates, North Dakota, there would be less than 100 
men at each place.

THE DEFENCE OF CANADA. 


The good feeling uniting this country in sentiment to 
England does not appear to include Canada, for we find 
various stories afloat to the effect that her hankering after 
a portion of our Alaska territory is seriously embarrass- 
ing the settlement of outstanding differences between this 
country and England. It is interesting therefore, in view 
of Canadian jealousy of this country, to note that special 
attention is being given to military matters in Canada. 
Maj. Gen. Hutton, who has been recently sent from 
England to take command of the Dominion forces, does 
not find the present condition of the troops under his 
command very reassuring. Indeed, he pronounces it “un- 
satisfactory in the extreme.” He pats hig soldiers on the 
back extolling their “profound patriotism,” but says 
that they are of but little use, all the same. Their 
physique he considers excellent, and they posses “an apti- 
tude for military service,” ~.. “good as the material is, it 
is, so far as fighting qualities are concerned, rendered al- 
most powerless for actual military service by reason of 
faults of system and the absence of proper administration. 
It is deficient in trained staff officers, administrative de- 
partments, and a proper supply of warlike stores. There 
are no officers of the Canadian Militia,” tne General 
writes, “who have received training in the higher func- 
tions and responsibilities of the general staff of an army. 
I need hardly remark that it is the staff which constitute 
the brains and motive power of an army.” 

To meet this difficulty a regular staff course has been 
introduced at the Royal Military College at Kingston 
with the object of creating a general staff whose members 
will be able “to discharge with the requisite efficiency 


their duties as organizers and instructors in peace, and ° 


as leaders in war.” An Army Service Corps, Ordnance 
Store Corps, Army Medical Corps, Army Pay Depart- 
ment, and Corps of Dngineers are to be gradually formed. 
Gen. Hutton considers their services are essential to the 
well-being of any army, and he condemns in forcible lan- 
guage the contention of those who hold that departments 
are the curse of armies. Properly officered and properly 
encouraged, he holds that they are the greatest blessing, 
not only to general officers in command, but to all ranks. 
Without them an army in the field soon becomes a disor- 
ganized rabble, and he impresses most strongly on the 
Government of Canada the absolute necessity of this fact 
being recognized. “The administrative departments,” he 
says, “would be required at the very outset of prepara- 
tions in the event of a national emergency, and it is abso- 
lutely impossible to organize them at short notice.” He 
impresses upon the Government the great importance of 
the part they play, requiring, as they do, a “thorough 
knowledge on the part of the personnel if they @re to 
fulfil their indispensable functions efficiently.” 

Gen. Hutton asks the Admiralty to furnish him with 
training ships for a Naval Militia Brigade to be organized 
as part of a scheme for the defence of Lakes Wrie und 
Ontario, and this defence he strongly advocates. The 
authorities on this side of the line should ponder 
Gen. Hutton’s statement that “success in modern war 
whether in defensive or in offensive operations, can only 
be ensured by deliberate, slow organization during peace. 
History and modern facts alike testify that men only, no 
matter how brave anu no matter how deeply endowed 
with military qualities, are powerless to oppose an army 
which has in times of peace been permeated by measured 
organization and matured by scientific preparation for 
the work of war.” 





The Board of Naval Bureau chiefs this week decided 
that all deck winches on warships except battleships 
shall be run hereafter by electricity. The question of 
the use of electricity for operating them on battleships 
wil] be taken up later.

VARIOUS NAVAL. 

_The U. S. S. Brooklyn, while on her way from the 
Navy Yard, New York, to Grant’s Tomb, on May 30, to 
fire a salute, hit some submerged obstruction or struck 
bottom off the Battery. She leaked slightly, and a few 
frames are reported bent. She will be docked for further 
examination at the Navy Yard, where she proceeded 
May 31. 

The facilities of the Naval Station at Cavite, P. [., are 
not of the best, but a large amount of work has been 
done there since its capture on May 1, 1898. All of the 
tugs and other small craft have been overhauled and put 
in good repair by the machinery of this dock yard, and a 
large amount of repair work on the other ships of Adm. 
Dewey’s squadron. The machinery, none of which is of 
modern type, has been sadly misused by the former occu 
piers of Cavite. 

The Monongahela will probably make quite an extended 
cruise, going as far as Falmouth, England, and possibly 
touching at Madeira on the wav home in August. 

During the cruise of the U. S. 8. Solace, lately ai San 
Francisco from Manila, she steamed for twenty-four con 
secutive days without slowing down her engines or stop 
ping for any purpose. 

According to a recent issue of the Boston “Globe” 
Boston harbor has been invaded by a destructive sea 
worm, threatening the wharves along the water front. 
A quay wall which was to have been built at the 
Charlestown Navy Yard has been abandoned because of 
this destructive worm, which makes short work of any 
unprotected submerged wood. Information as to_ the 
presence of the worm has been conveyed to the U. ©. 
naval authorities by both the Harbor and Land Com 
missioners and the U. 8. Engineers. The absence of the 
pests in the past and their presence now are ascribed t’ 
the fact that in years past the city’s sewage whic! 
flowed into the harbor is stated to have kept them away 
whereas now the city’s sewage. being deposited directly 
quite a distance out has invited their return.

NAVY DEPARTMENT NOTES. 

The weakness and extravagance entailed by the pres 
ent methods employed of distributing work under the 
Navy Department have been recognized for years, but 
uo Secretary has gone so far as Secretary Long in tak- 
ing measures to correct this evil. Under the old system 
little difference bureau was responsible 
for the equipment of vessels, as during a long period 
extending down to the close of the Robeson administra- 
tion, which marked the end of the old Navy and the

corrupting influences associated with it, there was prac- 
tically little or nothing for bureau officials to do except 
io try to save the Government from fraudulent prac- 
tices. All this is changed now. Bureaus that ten years 
ago had searcely any duties of importance to perform, 
ure now overloaded. Each bureau seeks to magnify its 
office, and there have been constant bickerings and 
juibbling among the bureau chiefs who are ever fearful 
lest somebody should attempt to curtail their authority, 
and the building of each war vessel results in personal 
upimosities requiring the arbitrating powers of the Sec- 
retary. 

‘There seems to have been a general misunderstanding 
regarding the purposes of a Board appointed by the 
Secretary of the Navy, of which Asst. Secretary Allen 
is President, to consider the various duties properly be- 
longing to the bureaus of the Department as well as 
their authority in certain matters relating to the con- 
struction and equipment of warships. Hach of the 
bureau chiefs has been requested to present a detailed 
statement showing in his opinion what duties should 
come under his authority and their reports are to be 
submitted shortly. It is said that it is not contemplated 
now to take any action looking to the merging of any 
of the bureaus, the chief reason being that the Secretary 
has no authority to bring this about, but it is believed a 
report may be submitted recommending such action to 
Congress. ‘wo meetings of the Board have been held so 
far without any special progress being made, and it is 
anticipated that it will require several weeks work be- 
fore any final results are obtained. 


It will be necessary for the Board of Naval Bureau 
Chiefs to consider and decide upon the nature’of the re- 
pairs and changes to be made upon the captured Spanish 
cruiser Reina Mercedes, now at the Norfolk Navy Yard in 
charge of Government officials. The board is somewhat 
divided in opinion regarding the work necessary to fit the 
ship out, and it may be decided to leave the vessel tied up 
at the dock to await the pleasure of Congress next ses- 
sion. The Mercedes, though a good enough cruiser of her 
kind, by no means represents perfection in Naval con- 
struction. She is somewhat similar in type to the New- 
ark, a design of vessel that the Navy Department would 
not think for a moment of following at this time. If it is 
decided to refit the shin as a man-of-war it will be neces- 
sary to supply her with a new battery, for the guns she 
carried were of different calibers from the standards now 
used by the Navy, and it will not be expedient to attempt 
to maintain the special supply of ammunition for her 
benefit. A conservative estimate, which may be consider- 
ably modified by the report of the Inspection Board, 
places the cost of refitting the Mercedes so as to entitle 
her to a place on the Naval lists at about a quarter of a 
million dollars, which would be 25 per cent. of her orig- 
inal cost. The Naval Bureau Chiefs are scarcely disposed 
to expend so much of their indefinite appropriation for 
this purpose, and that is one reason why the proposition 
to let the matter await the action of Congress finds sup- 
port. The Department this week :nstructed the com- 
mandant at the Norfolk Navy Yard to accent the Reina 
Mercedes from the wrecking company, which under the 
contract will receive $75,000. 





The utmost satisfaction is felt by the Navy at large in 
the action of the Department by which proposed changes 
in the Naval uniform have been abandoned. When it was 
announced that a different service dress was to be sub- 
stituted for the blue and white blouse now so universally 
regarded with favor, a general howl of indignation spread 
throughout the Navy, and protests were launched at the 
Department in such numbers and with so much vigor that 
it soon became plain that three-fourths at least of the offi- 
cers were indignantly opposed to any modification or 
change whatever in the prevailing uniform. Communica- 
tions were sent to the Secretary of the Navy from prac- 
tically all Naval stations, and it is quite certain that had 
the news of the proposed change reached the Asiatic and 
other stations in time the protests would have been 
trebled in number. As it is now, the blouses are to re- 
main, and the Department has learned that the present 
uniforms are not only acceptable and prproved y the 
Navy, but any movement toward undesirable changes of 
any kind will meet with vigorous opposition.

GROUNDING OF THE RALEIGH. 


The Court of Inquiry appointed to investigate the cir- 
cumstances of the recent grounding of the U. S. 8. 
Raleigh at the entrance of the harbor of Charleston, has 
reported to the Navy Department that the accident was 
unavoidable and was due mainly to the recent change in 
the channel made by the Army Engineers in operations 
for the improvement of the harbor. The damage to the 
Raleigh was trifling. The court in its findings states that 
evidence establishes the fact that the shoal upon which 
the U. 8S. S. Raleigh grounded on May 9, 1899, has re- 
cently been growing to the southward and has encroached 


upon the bearing which, heretofore, has been the usual 
and a safe guide for the entrance to Charleston harbor 
of vessels of the Raleigh's draught, and that it is due to 
this fact that the Raleigh grounded. In the opinion of 
the court no further proceedi should be against 
any officer or man attached to the Raleigh. It is also the 
opinion of the court that Capt. Joseph B. Coghlan, con- 
} the Raleigh’s draught, should have employed a 
licen local pilot ore entering the harbor of Charles- 
ton, 8. C., because of the warning printed on the chart 
that there are frequent changes in the shoal at the en- 
trance resulting from improvements in Pa iy under the 
direction of the Corps of neers, U. S. A., and that 
strangers should not enter without a pilot. The court, 
however, is disinclined to discourage in any way a com- 
manding officer from piloting his own vessel under or- 
dinary circumstances. 

Acting Secretary of the Navy Allen, after reviewing 
the proceedings of the court, in a communication to Capt. 
Coghlan, states the findings and opinions are approved, 
and says: “While concurring in so much of the findings 
of the court as relates to the employment of a local pilot 
in this instance, the Department considers that rs of 
the Navy should be able to navigate the coast, well lighted 
as it is, without the assistance of coast pilots, and that 
they should only be employed in exceptional cases.”

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PRIZE AND BOUNTY MONBRY. 


Assistant Secretary of the Navy Charles H. Allen on 
May 29, 1899, sent the following communication to the 
Chief Clerk of the Court of Claims: 


Sir: This department is to-day in receipt of a communi- 
cation from the Attorney General containing the fol- 
lowing suggestions: 

Referring to my opinion of Sept. 2, 1898, relating to the 
reference by your Department to the Court of Claims of 
questions of prize and bounty arising during the late war 
with Spain, I learn informally that it may be considered 
necessary under your reference dated Jan, 20, 1899, for the 
court to adjudicate and enter judgment upon the individual! 
claims of all parties interested, whereas I understand your 
intent to be to obtain the findings of fact and principles 
of law for your guidance and action. Inasmuch as it ap- 
pears that the former course will involve greater delay and 
unnecessary expense to individual claimants, particularly to 
seamen who should receive what may be due them with as 
light tax as possible, it seems to me proper voluntarily to 
bring the subject again to your attention, and to suggest 
that the proceedings will be facilitated in accordance with 
what I understand to be your pu if you will inform 
the court that you desire an authoritative and final deter- 
mination of the questions involved rather than of the rights 
of all parties interested. 

The purpose which this department had in view in 
transmitting to the Court the bounty claims referred to 
is correctly stated by the Attorney-General in his letter 
above quoted. In the department's original communica- 
tion to the Court, dated Jan. 20, 1899, forwarding cer- 
tain of these claims for bounty, reference wae made to 
the fact that such claims were regarded as meritorious 
in character; that they were not viewed in any sense in 
a hostile attitude, and that the department sought in re- 
ferring them to the Court merely to secure the prompt 
judicial ascertainment of the rights of all parties con- 
cerned by “such early procedure in the matter as the 
Court may find practicable.” It was by no means the 
purpose of the department to make e reference in 
such a form as to limit the Court to any particular 
method of procedure, such, for example, as the individual 
docketing of the claims of all officers and men of the 
vessels claiming to share in the distribution of bounty. 
On the contrary, it was intended and desired to ce 
the matter in such shape that the Court would be wholly 
free to exercise its discretion as to the best and most 
expeditious method of determining the questions of law 
and fact presented. With this view an attempt was 
made to formulate a number of a which it wae 
assumed would arise, the difficulty of anticipating all 
of them being at the same time recognized. 

It the Court, upon its own motion, or at the suggee- 
tion of the representative of the Department of Justice 
in charge of the matter, in conference with attorneys 
interested, shall decide to select a small number of rep- 
resentative cases sufficient to determine all questions 
of law and fact which should be judicially ascertained 
before payment of bounty can be made, such method 
of procedure would be regarded ae entirely satisfactory. 
This department, in conjunction with the Auditor, could 
then conclude the matter in so far as all cases cove: 
by the several rulings of the Court thus obtained were 
concerned. 

The purpose of this letter is to state that any method 
agreeable to the Court, which the speedy judicial de- 
termination of the questions of law and fact affecting 
the payment of bounty claims can be reached, will be 
satisfactory to thie department.

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PAY OF RETIRED NAVY OFFICERS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

Sir:—I should have responded last week to your gen- 
erous invitation to use your columns for the discussion 
of the status of the retired list in the matter of the 
Personne! Bill if my head and hands had not been so 
busy with matters that precluded giving time to personal 
affairs, . 

I believe that a temperate and intelligent discussion of 
this feature of the new law will show to the members 
of Congress, of both houses, that while it may seem 
that the Treasury must be guarded well at all times 
from overdrafts they will realize the wisdom and jus- 
tice of our claims. 

In the first place, what is the retired list? Who is 
responsible for its existence? It is not composed of ras- 
cals nor of those who would have been placed there by 
their own election, but of those whom Congress deune as 
ineapacitated by arduous and faithful services to tne 
government from performing duty on the active list (or 
at sea). I might perhaps except those officers who have 
been retired by reason of age. 

As I said the officer who goes on the retired list by 
the verdict of a medical board has no voice in the mat- 
ter; Congress defines the nature of incapacity to force 
an officer on the retired list and that is the end of it. 
And this incapacity results from what? From the ardu- 
ous duties and the severe strain that are the experience 
of every officer, an experience and strain which no man 
engaged in civil pursuits is called upon to meet. More 
than this, an officer of the navy owes his entire time to 
the government, especially when on a three-years’ cruise, 
and may be called to duty at any hour of the day or 
night. Before one can become an officer in the navy 
he is subjected to a very severe medical examination, as 
well as the mental one, to prove that he is without a 
physical blemish; hence, if he becomes physically inca- 
pacitated in later years, it is proof that it is a result 
of the services he has given to the government. 

Section II of the personnel law provides “that any 
officer of the Navy, with a creditable record, who served 
during the civil war, shall, when retired, be retired with 
the rank and three-fourths of the sea pay of the next 
higher grade.” This is a very commendable recognition 
of that class of officers. But, in section 13, a line was 
added: “And, provided further, that nothing in this act 
shall operate to increase or reduce the pay of any of- 
ficer now on the retired list of the Navy.” This not only 
operates against many worthy officers on the retired 
list who performed creditable service in the Civil War, 
but it also acts as a punishment visited upon every of- 
ficer on the retired list at the time of the passage of the 
act, for having been wounded or broken down by some 
other physical trouble before June 30, 1899. 

May I be permitted to also refer to the act of Congress 
of 1882 that repealed the law permitting promotions of 
otlicers on the retired list with their class on the active 
list? I do not wish to say more than that it would be 
very right and proper that Congress should make a law 
providing that officers on the retired list shall be pro- 
moted with the members of their class, but without in- 
crease of pay by reason of such promotion. This would 
not cost the Government anything and would add dignity 
to the naval service. ‘ : : 

Congress should, and I believe that Congress will, 
when it gets light on the subject, which officers can give, 
and through the medium that you have so generously 
placed at their disposal, put officers of the retired list 
on an equality; i. e., give them the same pay and other 
privileges as are provided in the Personnel bill for those 
who shall retire after June 30. This is the recognition 
that officers of the Army have received for many years 
and continue to receive, The retired list is made up of 
honorable gentlemen, men who have not and will not 
disgrace the service, whose loyalty and personal service 
were called into action during the war with Spain, and 
which can be depended upon at any time for any emer- 
gency that the Government might wish them for, Con- 
gress can be depended upon to exercise this spirit: ‘*‘Do 
unto others as ye would that they should do unto you.

To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Under the eaption “Pay of Retired Navy Officers,” in 
your issue of this date two important views of the mat- 
ter are given, either of which have pertinency to the 
matter of a needed amendment to the Navy Personnel 
Bill which became a law at the last session. I beg to 
add this to what has already been said. In the first; 
place, I have failed to meet or hear from a solitary Navy 
officer of any grade or condition who thinks the matter 
should stand as it now is. Why a Captain in the Navy, 
now retired after long and honorable service, should re- 
ceive far less per month than will be paid to one of less 
rank who retires now can have no explanation. The 
present law gives equal pay to each officer of the Navy 
who holds equivalent rank, and this is exactly as it 
should be and ought to have been always. We are one 
organization, sharing identical and mutual privations 
and experiences, and it is only when by years of waiting 
we have reached advancement in rank that we receive 
increased compensation. To be just and logical the same 
law should govern those actively oneness and those 
who have been retired after long and honorable service. 
No Captain thus retired within the last ten years should 
be regarded ae less entitled to proper remuneration than 
one to be retired to-morrow. The pay should be identi- 
eal. Who attempts to gainsay this? No one. Would it 
be expecting too much of the present Honorable Secre- 
tary of the Navy to hope that he will recommend such 
an amendment in his forthcoming report to Congress? 
It would show upon his part a proper regard for the ven- 
erable mem whose records are a part of the honorable 
story of past achievements, and who are still, although 
“retired,” under his commands and deserving of his of- 
ficial care and consideration. So just and easy a task 
as a line of official commendation from him would prob- 
ably result in proper action by the Navy Committee and 
by Congress. : 

“All officers upon the retired list who have been res 
tired by reason of the age limit, or because of disabil- 
ities the result of disease or accident received in the line 
of official duty, shall be entitled to receive the same re- 
tired pay as is given to officers of the same rank who 
are now and hereafter to be retired.” 

Such an act, or law, or amendment would cover the 
matter, and would make a little more comfortable the 
declining years of a few worthy officers who have borne 
the burden for many years, and very soon will pass be-

Not a whisper of objection to this has been made by a 
loyal man in the Republic. It appeals to the sense of 
ustice in every such breast that these rapidly depart- 
ing heroes of the ge ne war of modern times should 
be honored in this way. But the at mass of 
these men, like their lea Grant, Meade, Farragut, 
Porter, Dupont and others, have already passed away, 
or have been for years past on the retired list awaiting 
2 speedy summons to join the immortals. 
ow, in the name of all that is fair and honorable, 
why should the old veterans, now retired, utterly be de- 
prived of any benefit from this law? 

There is but one fair thing that can be done. It ought 
to have been attended to at the time the Personne! Bill 
was pending. It cannot be done too soon now, for be- 
fore Congress meets some will have passed away to 
whom justice will have been denied forever. Amend the 
11th section of the Persopue! Bill, or enact an additional

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., May 30. 

The beginning of the end of the academic year of the 
Naval Academy commenced Sunday with the closing ser- 
vices at the chapel. Rev. James Lewis, of Joliet, Ill, a 
Presbyterian minister, and a member of the Board of 
Visitors, preached the sermon. 

The choir of Naval Cadets, led by Cadet Arthur B, 
Keating, of Maryland, rendered excellent music. At 8 
p. m., the memorial tablet to Naval Cadet William H. 
Boardman, was unveiled on the western wall near the 
choir loft. Its face is of black enameled with this in- 
scription in letters of gold: “In memory of Wm. H., 
Boardman, Naval Cadet, United States, Naval Aca- 
demy, Class of 1900, wounded during the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War, at Cape San Juan, Porto Rico, while a Volun- 
teer member of a party that landed from the U. 8. ship 
Amphitrite, for the defence of women and children and 
died on board his ship Aug. 10, 1898, by his classmates, 
A. D., 1899.” 

The second class, the class to which Cadet Boardman 
belonged, occupied seats in front of the chapel. The 
Annapolis, Capt. J. J. Hunker, arrived here Sunday af- 
ternoon, and Capt. Hunker reported to Adml.

Then the band returned to the band stand, and 
discoursed until noon delightful music while in the shady 
groves the cadet and the civilian listened and enjoyed 
the delights of the Naval Academy.

Memorial Day was observed at Manila at Battery Knoll, 
where Scott’s guns were planted against the Filipino 
trenches in the first day’s fighting. Nearly three hun- 
dred soldiers lie buried there on a bleak mound sur- 
rounded by rice fields, rough boards marking the graves, 
which are ranged in five unbroken rows. The few sol-

diere who could be spar*d from the trenches came to. 


tattery Knoll, dusty and bronzed, bearing flowers with 
which to strew their comrades’ graves. A silk flag was 
placed above each mound. Just before sunset a few hun- 
dred Americans gathered in a circle around Battery 
Knoll, in blue and brown uniforms. Among the soldiers 
were groups of American women, while brown-faced na- 
lives peered curiously at the unwonted spectacle from 
points near by. The guns of the monitor Monadnock, 
hombarding Paranaque, boomed a significant reminder 
of the nearness of war. Just as the 6th Artillery Band 
hegan a dirge, the thunder of the Monadnock’s guns 
«cased, while taps sounded from the bugle. re 

Col. Charles Denby, of the United States Philippine 
(‘ommission, presided at the exercises. He spoke briefly 
of the peculiar solemnity of the day in Manila. The 
Chaplain of the British cruiser Powerful made an invo- 
cation. Chaplain Pierce, of the 23d Inf., and Chaplain 
Cressey, of the Minnesota Volunteers, delivered orations. 
ind the soldiers sang auqreptiate hymns. After taps 
had been sounded soldiers took the flags from the graves 
io send to relatives of the dead. 

Similar services were held over the dead in the Paco 
Cemetery. Col. Denby was the orator. The graves 
were decofated with a vast quantity of flowers. The 
sraves of soldiers and sailors buried at Cavite and Lloilo 
were also decorated. High mass for the dead of _the 
Roman Catholic communion was celebrated at the Paco 
(‘emetery in the morning. Most of the business places 
in Manila were closed in honor of the day. e Ameri- 
can and many foreign flags were displayed at half-mast. 

Memorial Day was observed in Havana in a notable 
manner. A committee of women were taken early in 
the morning in a launch, escorted by a detachment of 
marines, to the wreck of the battleship Maine, where they 
strung the skeleton of the unfortunate craft with ropes 
of laurel and wreaths of flowers. Mrs. Lucien Young 
represented the Navy at the decoration later of the graves 
of the sailors and soldiers buried in the Colon Cemetery. 
Mrs. Patterson and a committee representing the Maine 
\ssociation participated in the ceremony, A great many 
flowers and wreaths were placed upon the graves of the 
heroes. Similar exercises took place at the Quemados 
Cemetery this afternoon. Two thousand persons attend- 
ed the ceremonies at Camp Columbia Cemetery. Gen. 
ind Mrs. Brooke were among those present. Among the 
tloral decorations was a five-foot wreath from the 13th 
New York Regiment. Maj. Gen. Lee made the address 
of the day. 

Memorial Day was observed at Santiago de Cuba May 
30. The flags at the Palace and other public buildings 
were: displayed at half-mast, and all the public offices 
were closed. The remaining graves of American sol- 
diers at Las Guasimas and of sailors at Guantanamo 
were appropriately decorated. A _ national salute was 
fired promptly at noon by a battery. Maj. Y 
Saunders conducted exercises at the graves of the vic- 
tims of the Virginius massacre, which took place there 
in November, 1873, when thirty Americans and a num- 
ber of British subjects were shot by the Spaniards. The 
graves of these men were always neglected previously. 
Prominent Cubans displayed much interest in Memorial 
Day, and they are desirous of having the day officially 
recognized as a holiday for the decoration of the graves 
of the Cuban dead.

befell Capt. Geo. H. Tilly, U. 8.. Signal Corps, 
on the coast of the Island of Negros. When the cable 
company’s vessel reached Escalante to remove old cable 
connections, Capt. Tilly with the Captain of the vessel 
and three men visited the town deceived by the friendly 
demonstrations of the natives. While there they were 
fired upon. The ship’s Captain and one man escaped to 
the vessel in the launch. The only thing known of Capt. 
Tilley’s fate was that he had taken to the water, but 
had not been picked up by any boats. The ship proceed- 
ed to Iloilo where report was made. Thereupon Gen. 
Smith with 75 men proceeded in a gunboat to Escalante, 
where it was their melancholy fortune to find the body 
of Capt. Tilly floating in the river, bearing marks of 
violence in the head. The body was taken back to Iloilo 
in a launch. The remains were buried at Lloilo with 
much ceremony. English friends of the Captain joined 
with his comrades of the Signal Corps in the exercises 
and heaped flowers upon the coffin of the dead soldier. 
Gen. Smith tarried at Escalante to search for the miss- 
ing companions of Capt. Tilly. 

Sailing parties along the coast will be abandoned 
now that two officers of the hospital ship Relief came to 
zrief. They were 3d Officer Fred Heppy and Asst. 
Engr. Chas. Blandford and they rigged up a sailboat and 
went sailing off Paranaque to the south of Manila, op- 
posite the rebel lines. The boat becoming becalmed near 
the shore, the natives put out in canoes and captured the 
two men who were unarmed. The Monadnock sent a 
boat with a landing party ashore under cover of her 
xuns which shelled the shore, but the natives hurried the 
prisoners away into the woods. 

The fleet was much rejoiced during the week to get 
fresh news of Lieut. Gillmore and to know that he is 
doing well, 

Friendly natives arriving in Manila from the country 
around San Isidro and San Miguel report that a reign of 
terrorism has prevailed since the American troops were 
withdrawn from those parts of the islands. The insur- 
gents who are returning there deal vengeance upon their 
countrymen who have shown any friendship toward the 
Americans. The friendlies declare unoffending people 
are being murdered daily, and that their houses are 
ing burned and their property confiscated. There is con- 
sidered to be much truth in these reports, though such 
stories from Filipino sources are always magnified. 

An order has been issued by Gen. Otis re-establishing 
the Philippine courts, which have been closed since the 
American occupation. It revives all the Spanish system, 
without conflicting with the sovereignty of the United 
States. There has been agitation among the local 
British and American business men and American 
lawyers who came to the Philippines to make fortunes, 
to have the English code and language adopted, but 
Maj. Gen. Otis concluded that it would be unwise, even 
if practicable, to upset long usage. 

Gen. Luna is arresting all natives who are suspected 
of ag er with the peace movement. 

The Naval force in the Philippine waters has been 
strengthened more than at first appears by the addition 
of the 183 gunboats purchaséd from Spain. They are 
worth any number of cruisers, for in the shallow waters 
they are invaluable in getting near the shores. 

The present week has seen the shifting about of the 
American troops preparatory to the establishment of 
northen garrisons and the reorganization of the force 
south of Manila. 

Members of the Volunteer regiments in Manila have 
begun a movement for the establishment of a large 
American colony in the Philippines. Four thousand of 
the Volunteers now in the islands are reported to have 
signed a petition to the President and Secretary of War 
praying that they receive their discharges in Manila, 
instead of at the places of enlistment, and that they be 
allowed travel pay to the place of enlistment. It was 
explained that they believed the Philippine Islands “of- 
fered rare opportunities for industrious and enterpris- 
ing Americans to make for themselves homes,” and that 
they desired to remain “for the purpose of taking part in 
the development of the mining, agricultural and indus- 
trial resources of the islands.” 

Gen. Otis’s determination to permit no liberties with 
his press censorship was brought home to the corre- 
spondents this week when an alleged authorized inter- 
view with Maj. Gen. Lawton which was sent from Ma- 
nila May 23 by a New York correspondent, and which 
passed the censor over the certificate of his associate cor- 
respondent, as to its authenticity was officially declared 
false by the censor before the assembled representa- 
tives of all the papers and cable privileges were with- 
drawn from the correspondents concerned. 

Col. J. D. Miley, of Gen. Lawton’s staff, has 
been appointed collector of the Port of Manila, 

elegation of the leading Macabebes, the na- 
tives in the vicinity of Calumnit, visited Gen. 


* MacArthur and complained that the Tagalos who make 


up the chief part of the Army of Aguinaldo burn and 
pillage and they begged for arms that they might defend 
themselves. The Macabebes have been of much assist- 
ance in posting the Americans on the country and the 
positions of the enemy. A hundred of them have been 
armed for scouting duty and if they succeed a larger 
number will be enlisted, 

Maj. Gen. Otis has issued orders inviting Volunteers to 
re-enlist for six months, according to the act of Con- 
gress bearing on the matter. 

While the Spanish garrison which evacuated the Isl- 
and of Zamboango, Island of Mindanao, was on its way 
to Manila the Spanish Gen. Montero died of wounds re- 
ceived in a recent engagement with the insurgents. In 
his report of the evacuation to the Cabinet at Madrid, 
Gen. Rios speaks of the assistance proffered by the 
American warships which were near the point of em- 
barkation but which were not needed by the Spanish. 
‘The embarkation took place in a violent storm in avhich 
one of the steamers went ashore. 

A seouting party of Americans were attacked by a 
small body of insurgents near Santa Anita May 26 and 
quite a fight took place when Gen. Funston arrived with 
the Dakota regiment. A Lieutenant and five American 
soldiers were wounded and ten of the insurgents were 
killed and wounded. 

Gen. Hughes, who has been appointed to act as Gov- 
ernor of the Visayan district will be succeeded as Provost 
Marshal by Brig. Gen. Williston, who recent’ arrived at 
Manila.

To offset the uncomplimentary reception 
of the regiment by small boys and others, the friends 
of the regiment rallied strongly to its support, and never 
in a march in this city did it receive greater applause. 
Its friends were everywhere and at times there were

This was the first time the two 
Brigades have paraded under their present organization.

Dunean, brought up the rear of the troops of Manhattan; 
they paraded as a Brigade and made a fine showing, as 
in fact did all the organizations. Following the State 
troops came the numerous posts of the Grand Army, 
Cadet Corps, Baptist’s Boys Brigade, ete. 

The parade started on time and the paraders and 
spectators were thus enabled to return to their armories, 
homes or elsewhere before noon and were not kept stand- 
ing around on the sidewalks and streets tiring them- 
selves out before the parade commenced. 

In the parade in Brooklyn the first military organiza- 
tion in line »s escort to the Grand Army was a battalion 
of the Sth U. 8S. Artillery, in command of Maj. J. R. 
Myrick. followed by some U. 8, marines, in command of 
Capt. White. They received unlimited applause and 
made a very fine showing. Next came the 2d Brigade of 
New York Troops in command of Brig.

Thaddeus W. Jones, 10th 
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LIFE IN MANILA. 

Adjutant-General Corbin has received a private letter 
from his son, Mr. Rutherford H. Corbin, dated Manila, 
“Easter evening,” 1899, giving interesting details of life 
in the Philippines. In it he says: 


“Gen. MacArthar is winning great commendation 
from all those who have had a chance to judge of his 
abilities during the last week. Gen. Otis has shown 
great powers in addition to his carefulmess and original- 
ity of purpose. 

“Gen. Lawton has had but little to do during the past 
week, as his (the First) division has been holding the 
— and east part of the line, which has not been en- 
gaged.” 

Phis description in the letter of the famous evening 
scene at Manila is as good as any we have seen and is 
worthy of a more pretentious writer: 

“Yesterday evening there was the most glorious sunset 
here that I have ever seen. As always, the band played 
on the Lunetta, and, as usual, I was there. Every one 
rides on the Lunetta of an afternoon between 5 and 6, 
and it is really the most enjoyable thing that we have. 
There is a band stand between two parallel drives, the 
outer side of which is on the breakwater and of the 
other on a (I must admit rather shabby) park. Every 
one in town, with his brother and sister, turns out in the 
afternoon and either drives around in this smal] ellipse 
(always in the same direction) or else walks around on 
the small open space around the band stand. The bay 
is in front, fading into the ocean, with Corregidor and 
the mountains of the coast range in the distance. Cavite 
sticks out on a long hook to the left, and away in the 
right you can see the smoke hanging over Bulacan and 
Malalos and the valleys which the insurgents have fired 
in their retreat. 

“A few dozen yards inland run the walls of the walled 
city parallel to the beach. Nice old brown and gray 
walls, with portcullis gates, covered with blue and brown 
sentries, and a moat. Put the spires of the palaces in 
the city peeping over the walls, the fantastic tropical 
palms climbing up the moat’s edge and lining the drive 
and perfuming the air, and realize that it has all been 
there since Magellan’s successors four centuries ago. 

“The foreground is the drive, with ever-changing pan- 
orama of the procession of gay carriages, with charming 
senoritas, gaudily dressed Filipinos, dusty troopers on 
native ponies, officers of the new and old (the Spanish 
and American) regimes, in neat little dog carts, and 
with their wives and daughters, half-naked natives and 
Chinese, in chattering groups—all listening to Sousa or 
the ‘Cavalleria’ or the ‘Hot Time’ A wonderful pic- 
ture, is it not? 

“And then you have to gild the bay and harbor and 
sharpen the outlines of Corregidor, and let the coast 
mountains stiffen into silhouettes against the golden and 
purple of the sunset, with the warships glistening like 
burnished steel, and the hook of Cavite cutting back of 
them like a black Arabian scimitar. 

“And in the glory of it all it is over; the band plays 
the ‘Star Spangled Banner,’ at which every one salutes 
or uncovers—American or Spanish, Malay and Filipino; 
and the sunset guns of the flagship boom out, and ‘Old 
Glory’ drops on the mastheads, and we all hurry home in 
the dusk.” 








ARMY UNIFORMS. 


A correspondent of the Chicago “Tribune,” . writing 
from on board the United States transport Sheridan, 
en route for Manila, March 13, says: 

“We slipped out of Valetta Harbor at 18 o'clock Sun- 
day morning, and the band on the British man-of-war 
that had lain abreast of us played “The Star-Spangled 
Banner” until we were out of hearing. During our 
stay at Malta the British naval and army officers were 
cordial and friendly and the utmost good feeling pre- 
vailed. Courtesies were exchanged also among the en- 
listed men, and the band of the Borden Rifles gave a 
dinner to our band. We were somewhat humiliated by 
the appearance of our men. Nearly two-thirds of them 
are recruits, and have not had time to get licked into 
shape. They have not received the proper setting up, 
and, worse than that, there was so little time. for fitting 
them out that their uniforms were not fitted to them 
by the company tailor, but chosen out of the Quarter- 
master’s stock. Worse still, their present uniforms have 
become dirty on the voyage, and their good clothes are 
buried so deep in the hold it is impossible to get them 
out. So the truth is that we didn’t make as good an ap- 
pearance as we would have liked to make, and could have 
made under happier circumstances. Still, on the march, 
harnessed up in knapsacks, belts and sidearms, the men 
looked quite well. 

“Tommy Atkins is as neat as a pin all the time. He 
is straight and trim, and is never seen on the street 
without a pipe-clayed waist belt and a little cane. His 
uniform is not more expensive than the ones our men 
wear, but is handsome. He generally wears a_ red 
blouse, with a stand-up, white laced collar, and white 
straps on the shoulders, the name of the regiment em- 
broidered on the straps. These straps are not like our 
officers’ straps, but strips of cloth running lengthwise of 
the shoulder, like the strap of the kharki uniform. Quite 
often he wears his dress coat. The officers seem to be in 
uniform all the time, unlike their custom in England. 
They generally wear a plain dark blue ‘jumper,’ as 
they call it, a sort of brass-buttoned Norfolk jacket. I 
suw some in befrogged, bebraided blue blouses, and a 
marine officer in a red one. They have three styles 
of undress cap, the visorless pill box, Scotch Glengarry 
cap, and pancake cap, like the German army cap. Their 
overcoat is bluish gray frieze ulster, double-breasted and 
brass-buttoned. 

“The meeting with foreigners may make our soldiers 
anxious for a fancier uniform. Our privates have no 
ornamentation on the pantaloons. Other armies have. 
We borrowed our system of designating rank by stripes 
on the pantaloons along with the rest of the French 
uniform at the time om France was considered the 
chief military nation. When, after Germany came out 
on top, and we kicked overboard most of our Parisian 
styles, we hung on to this. We now have French pan- 
taloons,°German helmets, Austrian undress caps, shoul- 
der knots that are nothing but plain Yankee, and uni- 
versally “roasted’’ by foreign military men. The for- 
eigners say we are the worst dressed army going; color- 
ists insist that our present shade of trousers swears at 
the coat. Be that as it may, we get there just the 
same. By the way, recent experiments have shown that 
dark blue and gray are visible against the face of nature 
farther than red. So the English not. only have a gaudy 
uniform, but one that is serviceable.”

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DELICACIES FOR ADMIRAL DEWEY.

A little later, standing on Peddars Wharf, Mr. Barrett 
saw six big lighters or junks being towed out toward the 
despatch beat. Spanish consular officer came run 
ning up toe a harbor official standing guard, and ex 
claimed: “Here, stop those boats. They are taking off 
supplies for the American fleet—I protest.’ The officer 
looked down on him benignantly, and said with a draw! 
*‘Don’t—be—disturbed. That—is—all—right—they are 
only a few delicacies for the American Admiral.”

Others 
have found this code of great service to them, as in the 
ease of nayal officers at Manila. who were informed by 
its means of the passage of the Personnel Bill on the day 
it became a law. 


The report of the membership of the Military Order of 
the Loyal Legion for the quarter ending April 30 shows 
that the increase in members of the first class, composed 
of the survivors of the Civil War, has reached ite cul- 
mination, and that we must hereafter expect a diminu- 
tion in the number of these veterans.

NOTES FROM HAWAII. 
Honolulu, May 16. 

The cable survey ship Nero left here two weeks ago 
to make soundings between the Hawaiian Islands and 
Manila. From Honolulu her course will lie slightly 
northward toward the Midway Islands, thence toward 
Wake Island, and from that point to the Philippines. 
Soundings will be made every ten miles. A zig-zag 
course will be described. 

There are, perkeps not a dozen people in America 
who know that the idway Islands belong to the United 
States. In the present search for landing points in the 
Pacific the matter becomes vitally important, for the 
Midway Frou oroneie a very nearly central ition 
between Hawaii and Manila. Among the a ves in 
the Navy office at Washington must be a Res, Sate 
ing the cruise of Capt. Wm. Reynolds in the awanna 
in 1867. It was in that year that he formally took = 
session of the Midway Islands in the name of the United 
States, and raised the Stars and Stripes over Lower 
Brooke, the largest of the two islands. Since that time 
the sovereignty of the United States over the group has 
never been disputed by any nation operating in the Pa- 
cific, although the American Government has never as- 
serted its claim to the land. ‘ . 

There are two principal islands in the Midway group. 
Both are small, containing not over four square miles 
each, Bither is capable of sustaining a hundred ple 
comfortably. Welles harbor, which is formed by the en- 
circling reef, is one of the largest and best in the North 
Pacific. The islands teem with fowl, and thousands of 
turtle may_be seen at_all times along the beach of either 
of them. Fishing in Welles harbor has become quite an 
industry with the Japanese, who sail across there in 
small schooners from Yokohama. 

The annual encampment of the First Regiment, Vol- 
unteers, Hawaiian National Guard, began at Remond 
Grove, a beautiful park about ten miles from Honolulu, 
on the afternoon of the 19th of May. Special trains con- 
veyed the troops to the scene. A feature of the encamp- 
ment was sham battles by battalions and by companies. 
Col. J. W. Jones was in command during the encamp- 
ment. Officers of the Hawaiian National Guard gave a 
reception at their club rooms in Honolulu on the even- 
ing of May 7 to Col. Smith and officers of the 13th Inf., 
who were perane, te Islands on their way to Manila.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


J. H. B.—There is no prescribed examination for enlist- 
ment in the Hospital Corps of Army, except of course a 
»hysical examination, but a fair English ucation, read- 
ng, writing, arithmetic, etc., is essential. 


ANXIOUS asks whether Gen. Swain, late Judge Advocate 
General; Gen. George A. Forsyth, and James Morgan, Bvt. 
Brig. Gen. of Vols., who was Indian Commissioner under 
President Harrison, are members of the Loyal Legion. An- 
swer.—According to the records of the Military Order of 
the Loyal Legion of the United States, in the office of the 
Registrar in Chief, the names of George A. Forsyth and 
James Morgan do not appear as members of this order. 
Said records show that a James Burgess Morgan, ist Lieut., 
12th Iowa Inf., was elected a member through the Com 
manpdery of the State of Illinois, June 17, 1886, and a James 
Norris Morgan, Lieut.

38th U. 8. Inf. (now Major, A., retired), was so elected 
through the Commandery of the State of Kansas, June 24, 
1886, and should either bappen to be the Morgan whose 
present address is desired it can, undoubtedly be obtained by 
addressing the Recorder of his Commandery, at Chicago, IIL, 
or Fort Leavenworth, Kan., as the case ra be.

—Careful inquiry has been made ing these questions, 
and it is evident that the writer fear no criminal prose- 
cution because of his desertion from the Navy. The statute 
of limitations provides against criminal Payee againgt a 

rter where he has made no special effort at concealment 
and has not been apprehended for three years after his de- 
sertion. The charge of desertion, “however, still appears 
against him as a part of his record of enlistment In the Navy, 
the fact of his having enlisted in the Army not operating to 
condone the offense. As to the effect of a deserter from the 
Navy enlisting in the Army, it is evident that he is guilty of 
no offense against the laws and regulations of the Army. It 
age that the declaration paper signed and sworn to by 
him prior to his Army enlistment does not question an a 
plicant about any previous service in the Navy, although it 
does inguire about P stidered service in the Army. Accord- 
ing to this form of declaration, he is not guilty of fraudulent 
enlistment because of concealing the fact of having deserted 
from the Navy. In this case it appears to be an offense of 
omission instead of commission, and that in itself cannot 
operate against him in the Army. It is a question not yet 
decided whether a man is guilty of — offense by enlisting 
under an assumed name. e Judge Advocate General of the 
Army, while not making any definite decision in that regard, 
is inclined to believe that it does not constitute a fraudulent 
enlistment. Under these circumstances it would probably be 
advisable to write to the Adjutant General of the Army and 
request a change of your name on the rolls of the War De- 
partment. This might be better accomplished by omitting 
any information regarding the Navy desertion, but at the 
same time stating some sufficient reason for the change. On 
the other hand the Navy desertion would still be a matter 
of record and could only be removed by application to the 
President for pardon or fed an act of Congress. The first 
course is preferable. Should this be done a letter should be 
written to Judge Advocate General 8S. C. Lemly, U. 8. N., 
setting forth very fully the circumstances of enlistment in 
the Navy, the desertion and re-enlistment in the Army and 
the continuous good service in the Army. This done, the 
Judge Advocate General should be requested to recommend 
a pardon by the President of the charge of desertion. The 
Judge Advocate will probably then refer the matter to the 
War Department for a confirmation of your record in the 
Army. It is not unlikely that this course would be the bet- 
ter in the end, as it would forever remove all disability and 
clear up any complications that might arise in the future 
with reference to pension, etc.
